The A m erican Turf. 
St. Ixtuis, June 4lh.—The great race 
m eeting at St. Louis, under the m anage­ 
m ent of the St. Louis Fair H orse D epart­ 
m ent, will open to-morrow and continue 
ten days. From the present indications it 
will be one of the best meetings ever held 
in the W est. 
During the ten days’ racing 
$50,000 will be offered in stakes and purses. 
T here are three California stables on the 
grounds, and there will he starters front 
each of them alm ost every day during the 
m eeting. 
A t this m eeting R. Porter A she’s 
horses will meet their first Eastern engage­ 
m ents, and when to the m em bers of this 
division are added the Baldw in and Haggin 
horses, California will be likely to capture 
the lion’s sitare of the m eeting. Soon 
after the arrival of Ashe's horses, m ost of 
them were taken sick, but Ihey are now 
nearly all right, and will be very form id­ 
able. T here are several hundred horses 
on the grounds, and when the Latonia 
m eeting closes to-morrow there will be a 
very large increase in the num ber already 
there. 
Títere are six races on the program m e 
to-morrow, two of which are stake events. 
The first event is a m ile dash for a $.500 
purse. 
T he second race is the Carriage 
Builders’ Stakes, lor two-year-old colts and 
fillies, six furlongs, w ith sixty-seven nom i­ 
nations. 
T he Californians 
entered are 
H aggin’s Alcalde, Silver Bow, Zoroaster. 
B unkura and Cuayma, and Baldw in’s El 
Monte, l’endennis. Gloritta and Goliah. 
The St. Louis Derby is the third race, and 
the turfm en are speculating w hether, like 
its predecessors at Louisville and Latonia, 
it will be carried to the credit of Califor­ 
nia. 
Ben Ali, Silver Cloud and Lijero are 
engaged and are receiving heavy support. 
The M elbourne Stable have not Blue W ing 
engaged, but have The Bourbon, a full 
brother to Binette. There are ninety-five 
nom inations, including 
the 
follow ing: 
A she’s Guenn, Haggin's Ban Fox, Ben Ali, 
Preciosa, Tyranny, Katie Darling, Fortuna, 
Ysabel, and 
B aldw in's Estrella, Silver

C h ic a g o , Ju n e 4th.—As a result o f the 
passenger war between the Rock Island, 
St. Paul and Northwestern, A rbitrator W il­ 
son, of the Chicago, St. Louis and Missouri 
River Passenger Association, issued a cir­ 
cular to-day, authorizing the use of the cut 
rates—$7 first class and $4 25 from Chicago 
to Council Bluffs—as a basis for construct­ 
ing rates fiorit Chicago to points beyond 
O m aha. 
W here the totals so obtained are 
lower than the prevailing rates through 
Kansas City and other Missouri river points 
their use by such routes for through tickets 
front Chicago is authorized. T his circular 
principally affects rates to points in Colo­ 
rado, U tah and California. 
T h e Labor Situation. 


N k w Y o r k , June4th.—There is nochange 
in the situation of the tailors’ strike. The 
lock-out continúes. 
None o f the parties 
seem disposed to yield. 
Fully 8.000 men 
are out of em ploym ent. A com m ittee from 
the men held a conference w ith the ntanu- 
faciurers W ednesday and were asked to ac 
cept the following terms, w ith the proviso 
th at the contractors would accept them : 
No strikes or lock-outs to be permitted 
hereatter until the differences have been 
subm itted to a conference of the two Unions 
now arrayed against each other, and all ef­ 
forts at arbitration have failed ; black-lists 
to be abolished ; a regular pay-day once a 
week, and ten hours actual work on piece 
work to constitute a day’s work.

T hat was w ithout the consent of the 
Executive Board, but there was no legisla­ 
tion to enable it to act.”

ceeded in constructing such 
m arvelous 
piles as the great cathedral ill the City 
of Mexico, or even 
that in 
the city 
of Chihuahua, is no longer capable of 
building a common City H all. They had 
to quit work on it simply because nobody 
in the State was capable of superintending 
and finishing it. The C hihuahua State 
authorities have sent an order to the El 
Paso Timt.f to advertise for a competent 
architect and builder, to eotne down to the 
city at once und finish their building for 
them . It will be both a City H all and 
State House.

Policem en, fully 
armed, are patrolling the city, and the 
m ilitary are held in readiness in the bar­ 
racks. 
Thirty Catholics were injured, and 
tw elve were taken to the hospitals.

British N aval Stations. 


O ttaw a (Ont.), June 3d.—Before Parlia­ 
m ent adjourned yesterday, and w h ile the 
vote appropriating $25,000 
for m ilitary 
works and defenses in British Columbia 
was being taken, Sir Adolph P. Caron ex­ 
plained that the object o f the m easure was 
to provide extensive earthworks and other 
m ilitary defenses, w hich would cost in all 
about $100,00U. 
T he Im perial G overnm ent 
proposed to furnish guns, torpedoes, etc., 
w hich would cost from $125,000 to $150,000. 
T he purpose w hich the Im perial Govern­ 
m ent had in view was to m ake Victoria 
and Esquim alt im perial stations on the 
Pacific ocean. 
A dry dock is now being 
constructed at Esquim alt, toward which 
the Im perial Govern m ent contributes $250,­ 
000, and when these works are finished 
Esquim alt w ill be one o f the m ost im ­ 
portant m ilitary stations o f the Em pire.

Y’ork, is about to m arry a wealthy young 
widow of Albany. 
T he State D epartm ent is said to be dis­ 
pleased with tbe conduct of Consul Greene- 
baum at Apia, Samoa. 
T he Tichbourne claim ant, A rthur Orton, 
has arrived in New Y ork. 
H e is going to 
lecture in this country. 
Rev. H e n ry W ard Beecher and wife ex­ 
pect to sail for Europe on June J7tli. and 
return in October. 
Beecher has not been 
abroad since 1863. 
H e will lecture. 
Tbe H ighland Reform League, at a meet­ 
ing at Glasgow, adopted resolutions favor­ 
ing home rule for Scotland and the estab­ 
lishm ent of a separate Scotch Legislature. 
A notorious woman of Cleveland, named 
T hankful Tanner, lias sued Mrs. Garfield 
for $25,000 damages for bruises received by 
being knocked down by Mrs. Garfield’s 
horses in December last.

The full recovery of 
m v health is pronouueed to be an atliiir of 
weeks, and a longer period o f rest, especially 
d urin g th e ho t m onths, is prescribed, or at 
least advised, as a prudent regim en thereafter. 
A com pliance w ith this advice would not be 
practicable were 1 to resum e now the general

M y Dear Mr. Manning: I have received your 
letter in w hich your resignation is tendered us 
Secretary of th e Treasury. 
T he sentim ents 
th erein contained are entirely in keeping w ith 
the devotion to public duty and loyalty to the 
interests of the G overnm ent w hich have c h ar­ 
acterized your re'atio n s to ttie present adm inis­ 
tration. 
I nui not surprised, though m uch im ­ 
pressed, by th e concern w hich you evince for a 
correction of th e abuses an d th e inauguration 
ot th e reform s to w hich in your letter you al­ 
lude, and w hich have been so olteu topics Of 
our anxious consultations. 
I have hoped that 
th e day was at hand th a t the party to w hich we 
belong, in flu en c'd largely by faith a n d confi­ 
dence in vou and in the wisdom of your views, 
w ould be quickened in its sense o f respom ibil 
itv, and led to m ore harm onious action upon 
tb e im portant questions w ith w hich you have 
had to deal. 
In considering your proposed 
resignation, I should be strongly inclined, by 
my personal 
regard 
and 
friendship, and 
by th e value of your services to th e country, to 
beg you to at on’c.e an d entirely abandon your 
inclination to relinquish your p art of arduous 
duty; but I am convinced th at I should not do 
this, and th a t in all I suggest and ask I should 
have m uch at heart your w elfare and safety. 
You have placed your resignation in m y hands. 
Mv responsibility here begins, an d I know th a t 
th e responsibility will be m et and the w ishes o f 
the people of th e land fully answ ered w hen I 
ask vou to postpone for a w hile any insistanee 
upon the aceeptancc of your resignation, and 
th a t vour final conclusion thereon m ay be de­ 
layed u ntil tlie effects o f a continued rest and 
freedom from official care upon your condition 
m ay tic better tested.

W ash in gton , Ju n e 4th.—On motion of 
Edm unds, the Chinese indem nity bill was 
taken up, but inform ally laid aside at the 
request of Allison, to perm it the considera­ 
tion of the consular and diplom atic appro­ 
priation bill. 
A t 2 o’clock the m atter went over, and 
the Chinese indem nity bill was again 
placed before the Senate. 
After debate, the bill was brought lo a 
vote and passed—yeas 30, nays 10. 
T he Senators voting in the negative were 
Messrs. Beck, Berry, Cockrell, Coke, Eus- 
tis, George, H arris, Maxey, M itchell of 
Oregon and Vest. 
T he hill authorizes the President to as­ 
certain the actual losses sustained by the 
Chinam en by the riot at K ick Springs, 
W yom ing, in September, 1885, and to pay 
such losses. 
The am ount appropriated by 
the bill for that purpose is $150,000. 
T he Senate then resumed consideration 
of the consular and diplom atic appropria­ 
tion bill. 
On reaching the appropriation of $2,270 
as the American contribution to the m ain­ 
tenance of the International Bureau of 
W eights and Measures, Conger attacked the 
item . 
H e ridiculed the idea of a change 
in our last established system of weights 
and measures, and saw no use in contrib­ 
uting to the International Bureau. 
After an explanation of the item by 
Messrs. Evarts and Allison, Conger moved 
to strike it out. 
T his motion was rejected—yeas X (Con­ 
ger), nays 42. 
[Great laughter.] 
The Senate, w ithout finishing the bill, 
adjourned till to-morrow.

losses the sam e as a railroad com pany is 
com pelled to pay for lives lost and property 
destroyed through the negliger.ee o f its 
em ployes. 
H e believes the passage of the 
hill w ill iiave a good effect in com m anding 
to a greater degree tbe respect and confi­ 
dence of the Chinese Governm ent, and 
tints facilitate the negotiations to prevent^ 
Chinese im m igration. 
Mr. Stanford is” 
greatly pleased with the speech of Kavlin 
before tlie San Jose Anti-Coolie League.

H ow Eastern 
Feople H ave Tlieir Minds 
Poisoned A gain st Northern California. 


Eds. Recobd-U nion ; 
Some weeks ago 
1 forwarded to the .American Field, of 
Chicago—a journal 
that is extensively 
read in all parts of the U nion—an article 
setting forth some of the inducem ents 
offered by the clim ate and resources of north­ 
ern and central California to persons in 
search of pleasant homes and profitable in­ 
vestments.

Let m e know what can be done on 
twenty to forty acres o f land in your vicin­ 
ity, the m arketable dem and for poultry, 
etc., and doubtless I shall soon he instru­ 
m ental in swelling the population of Sac­ 
ram ento.”

The bloat in cattle vthen feeding upon 
alfalfa is often very troublesome as well as 
dangerous to lives of stock. The Photnix 
Herald, tells of a new plan for curing it, 
which is so simple that, if experience ap­ 
proves, none need lose stock from this 
cause hereafter. 
It says: 
“ There is a 
very simple and most effectual remedy, if 
used in time, and so far as we know is the 
device of .I. B. Montgomery, who owns a 
ranch on the south side of town and a 
valuable herd of cattle. 
Last year he 
Buffered great loss of cows, as many as 
seven of his best milkers in one night. 
This season lie struck upon the simple 
plan of constructing a trench in the corral 
with a bank thrown up on one side per­ 
haps eighteen inches or two feet high. As 
soon as a cow is observed to be bloating— 
and he keeps a constant watch upon them 
while feediDg—she is driven into the corral 
and made to stand with her hind teet in 
the trench and fore feet up on the bank. 
The result is that the gas in the stomach 
of the cow immediately begins to belch off 
and the animal is soon entirely relieved. 
Out of sixty bloats in one day his plan has 
proved effectual every time. When, how­ 
ever. a cow’ is too far gone before observed, 
which is when she begins to moan and 
grunt, sticking is resorted to, but this lias 
occurred in only six instances this season, 
bo fur he has not lost a single head out of 
his large herd. The cattle ure kept in the 
corral at night, however. The plan is so 
simple, humane and effective that it should 
be adopted at once by those whose stock is 
feeding upon green aliaifa at this time of 
year." 
SALT FOR PEAE BLIGHT. 
Several years since I communicated my 
experience witli salt as an inviirorator to 
the growth of wheat and an absolute cure 
of pear blight. 
Notwithstanding what 
chemists say about its deficiency of manu- 
rial value, 1 apprehend that those who 
have given it a thorough trial will not be 
likely to discontinue it. My experience 
with it in pear blight was accidental. I 
had two pear trees, forty years old, stand­ 
ing within twelve feet of each other, almost 
destroyed by blight. 1 set a barrel of salt, 
with the head cut out. close to one; it 
leached there all summer. The tree com­ 
menced taking 011 new life, and last year 
bore 20 bushels of fru it; the other died. I 
have since had similar experience with 
other trees. I once salted part of a wheat 
field ; the fall season was warm and dry. 
The unsalted was almost entirely destroyed 
by the fly. The salted portion maintained 
a vigorous growth and yielded a fair crop. 
Salt is a cheap experiment to make for 
pear blight and can do no harm.—Cvuntri/ 
< lei d It man.

A NEW VINE DISEASE. 
For two or three years past it has been 
noticed that a few vines in our vineyards 
here and there would, after making an ap­ 
parently healthy growth cf a few inches, 
suddenly wither away and die. No notice 
was taken at first of this, and the dead 
vines taken up and replaced by cuttings, 
which took root and grew well. This year 
this withering away of the vines has been 
more marked than usual, and a large num­ 
ber of vineyards have been affected to a 
greater or less extent. Those who at lirst 
were reserved on the subject now freely 
discuss it, believing, as we do, that if it is a 
disease of the vine, and it may spread with 
disastrous results, the sooner a remedy is 
discovered the better. Some say it is akin 
to the French mildew, others say it is 
simply a rot, caused by over-irrigation, 
tine of our old vineyardists, who lias lost 
and dug up several hundred vines, says he 
found a species of white ant burrowing in 
tlig diseased trunks of the vines, which, 
- after a time, wouid take wings and fly 
aw ay; hut lie was not prepared to say 
whether this ant was injurious to the grow­ 
ing vines, or simply lodged in the wood 
after decay. This disease has done con­ 
siderable damage to vines, as we believe, 
in nearly every locality, and what is want­ 
ed is a free discussion, to determine its na­ 
ture and discover a remedy. If it is proven 
to be a new disease, it is a very dangerous 
one. for no particular locality, no particu­ 
lar soil, no particular variety of vine, is 
exempt from the attack. 
We sincerely 
hope ¡all fears will prove groundless.— 
Anaheim County Orange Tribune. 


PRUNING ORANGE TREES. 
Just liow to prune an orange or leinoti 
tree to produce the best results in tree and 
fruit is still an unsolved problem in south 
California. In going through a series of 
orchards in our best orange-growing dis­ 
tricts, we notice rjuite a marked difference 
in the manner of shaping the trees. In 
some the limbs start so low down that tlie 
outer ends of the branches barely escape 
the ground, thus keeping the hotly of the 
tree low down, keeping the grouud’around 
it cool and well shaded, and giving ease in 
picking the crop. In others, the trunks 
stand out clean and bare for a distance of 
forty to sixty inches from the ground, al­ 
lowing the sun to thoroughly warm the 
roots near the body of the tree, and expos­ 
ing the trunk to the action of the sun and 
air. Each of these plans of pruning has 
strong adherents, and each has arguments 
in its favor. 
One of the best orange growers near I.os 
Angeles is H. J. Crow, of Ulendale, and he 
«loes not prune citrus trees’at all. He says 
that citrus fruit grown on the outside 
limbs is always rough, while that grown 
ou the inside of the tree is finer and of 
smoother texture. 
In Florida the same dissimilarity of 
method in pruning exists as here, ami it is 
iin«iuestionuble that both ways of pruning 
have decided advantages or they would 
not still be in vogue after all our years of 
experience.—Rural Californian. 


MILDEW REMEDY. 
M .J. Newinark. of Los Angeles, United 
States Consul at Lyons. France, sends the 
following as the remedy uscii in France to 
subdue mildew. It comes from the pen of 
M. Prilleux, Inspector-General of Instruc­ 
tion in Agriculture: " In summing up, it 
appcurs to me to he established hv the facts 
that I have verified in the Medóc district, 
that the sprinkling of vines with a liquid 
composed of about 8 per cent, sulphate of 
copper, mixed witii slaked lime, arrests the 
progress of mildew and permits the com­ 
plete maturity of the grapes on tlie affected 
vines. This treatment is simple and inex- 
[«ensive, and it is to be hoped that next 
year all viticulturists will use it. The 
earlier the remedy is applied the better the 
results will be.” ' 


CLEARING LAND. 
J. 11. W hitcomh, of Colfax, says the 
vines at Colfax arc not in bloom yet,.but 
so far as can be judged there is every sigu 
that the present season will produce the 
largest crop «if grapes ever grown in that 
district Many strangers are visiting that 
locality to look for land, which is rapidly 
growing up in price. Talking about clear­ 
ing !an«I and its cost, Mr. Whitcomb says 
Le has tonnd that the cheapest way is to 
cut off the brush and trees and then in the 
second year, while the ground is still wet 
in the spring, to start in witli a plow. The 
plow will take out all the manzanita 
stumps and all the smaller pine stumps up 
to six or eight inches in diameter. This 
method is slower, but cheaper when one 
is adding to a ranch already under cultiva­ 
tion.—Auburn Republican. 


TASTE IN MARKETING FRUIT. 
An Eastern writer upon the subject of 
marketing fruit, tells plain truths : 
The 
exhibition of good taste in putting fruit on 
the market is a subject to be made a good 
deal of. 
Fruit-growers, and 
especially 
farmers, do not give thought to it commen­ 
surate with its importance in relation to 
profits. Keepers ot saloons understand 
this matter pretty well. Those that catch 
the high-toned customers are the ones that 
gather in the largest profits. This is ac­ 
complished by having everything neat and 
in good taste, and attractive to people who 
have money to spend. Uniformity in size 
is a great point in exhibiting fruit. A 
matched team commands a good price, and 
the more exact the match the higher price 
may may be asked. When you get a 
“ four-in-hand” uniform in every particu­ 
lar you have a great attraction. And the 
« ircus company that gathers a number of 
horses of uniform size, build and color, 
makes it a great feature of their show. 
This same principle is true in fruits for the 
m arket; evenness in size, similarity in 
color, have a good deal to do with the price 
that may be placed upon the fruit 


PEAKS AND THEIR CAKE. 
In an article to the Michigan Horticultor- 
hi W. C. Barry says : “ I would emphasize 
the necessity for high feeding of the pear as 
we 1 as of other fruits. Tears often over­ 
hear and must be thinned early in the sea­ 


son. If the tree is growing bio rapidly and 
does not bear, stop manuring for a while 
and it will fail intobearitig, when it should 
be again well fed. If withholding fértil;- 
zers docs not cause the tree to bear, o f, 
course you must root-prune. The varieties 
I would name would be Bartlett, Anjou 
and Duchess. The Anjou ripens at the 
holiday season, and when well ripened, 
w’rapped in paper and sold to special cus- 
tornera, brings fabulous prices.” 


NOTES FROM EXCHANGES.

up-country neighbor—the N"- ta 
Clara Valhy—claims that the Washington 
Navel and the Mediterranean Sweet orange 
both grow most prolificallv in Santa Clara 
county, and ripen their fru itth re e to four 
weeks earlier that in Los Angeles.”

brothers, what do you do with the fruit 
when it ripens ? Why does San Francisco 
buy about one hundred thousand boxes of 
south California oranges every season, if 
they 
can 
he 
ripened 
just 
as well 
at her own doors?—Rural Californian. 
Simply because horticulturists in central 
California have not as yet «‘tigaged in 
orange culture to any considerable extent. 
So far as orange trees have been planted in 
this part of the State, the statement of the 
Santa Clara Valley is entirely corroborated. 
There is no need of bothering about a 
cow’s pulse to find out whether she is well 
or ill; simply look at her nose. If well, it 
will be moist and cool; if leverish. dry and 
hot. A staring coat or a hollow eye are 
also points indicating disability, and as 
symptoms of disease they are more to be 
dreaded than the dry nose. 
It is impossible to succeed as a breeder 
or feeder of live stock without a liking for 
domestic animals. If yout hoy does not 
like to feed and handle stock, does not like 
to pet them, he will not, probably, make a 
successful breeder or feeder. 
The Dairyman says that it is simply an­ 
noying to notice how much more milk one 
man can get from a herd of cows than an­ 
other. Good milkers, it thinks, are born, 
not made; and when you get one you had 
better keep him. 
Florida is waking up on the subject of 
growing peaches, and is beginning to ship 
tine ones to market. There choice variety 
is the I’een-to, which we do not grow at all 
here, and it ripens June 1st.—Rural Califor­ 
nia. 
Irregularity in salting will not conduce 
to the laying on of flesh. Especially in 
dairying will irregularity in salting show 
in the milk.

THE ROADS BUN RIVERS, 
And the use is explained of those great 
stepping-stones 
which, 
scattered along 
every street, are such a detriment to car­ 
riage travel and damage to careless wheels 
during the remainder of the year. Within 
a week after the first rains the country 
takes on a new livery’ of cheerful green, 
in lieu of the arid tints to which we have 
long been accustomed; the hot dust-clouds 
that for months have heen a perpetual tor­ 
ment are effectually “ laid.” and the vie- 
iously-active fleas which infested them 
have all perisheil in the deluge, like the 
races ol Noah's day, or sought other arks of 
safety.

MULTITUDES OF “ CARGADORES”— 
Standing upon either pavement, with tiieir 
trousers rolled to the thighs—ply a lively 
business carrying pedestrians across upon 
their backs. They make nothing of hoist­ 
ing a lady, as though she were a sack of 
potatoes, with her reticule, fan, parasol and 
other paraphernalia, and trotting away 
with her, while her little feet dangle anil 
generally heat a tattoo upon his back, and 
her fingers clutch him nervously amid a 
series ot shrieks, and dump her, dry shod, 
upon the other siile, all for six cents! 
When a family party comes along—mother, 
maids and children—it is a funny sight to 
see them transported, one by one, over a 
ihree-foot-wide, six-inch-deep torrent, witli 
more fuss than Baruum's menagerie, white 
elephant and ail, wouhl make in crossing 
the Mississippi. 
Desiring to avail ourselves of several in­ 
vitations before the rural roads became 
impassable, we recently made a carriage 
journey (suitably escorted) to some distant 
haciendas. Our route lay toward the cele- 
bratetl plains of Apam and Otumba. the 
great maguey-raising section, where mill­ 
ions of h an d s of the national beverage, 
pul<[ue,areannuallydr:\wn from tliesuccu- 
lent hearts of the century plant, or Ayarc 
A mcricana. 
Abont the same description applies to all 
this portion of Mexico outside the cities—a 
universal look of vastness and desolation, 
as of an aged country, worn out with time 
and struggle, taking its rest in the evening 
of life. It is impossible to convey witli pen 
or pencil a correct idea ot the scenery for 
thousands of miles along these 


CENTRAL TABLE-LANDS, 
Because the silent, solemn empty world, 
with “ many a palmy plain,” like those of 
Egypt, must be view’d! through this clear 
mountain atmosphere, in which reiffole ob­ 
jects stand out sharply defined against the 
sky with peculiar distinctness, producing a 
succession of pictures in water-color tints 
which are enough to craze an artist with 
enthusiasm. 
Ituins are everywhere; never 
ivv-grown like those of Europe, but inex­ 
pressibly dreary in their gray nakedness. 
Here a Viceroy’s ancient palace now serves 
as a shabby meson, where mules are fed, 
and their drivers tarry to drink pulijue; 
there a whole village is crumbling to de­ 
cay, with its old church, deserted convent, 
tumble-down wads and tcnantless huts— 
all roofless, windowless and surrounded by 
still flowery, though weed-choked, patches 
that once weregardens. Not ten miles from 
the busy capital one may find roads which 
are more complete solitudes to-day than 
when Cortez came here nearly 4D0 years 
ago—whose eternal silence is broken only 
by some passing muleteer with his train «if 
patient beasts loaded to the utmost limit of 
donkey endurance, or a roving group of In­ 
dians jogging on foot to town in their usual 
pigeon-toed, half-trotting style of gait. 
These degenerate descendants of a once 
proud race are, iti a degree, 


GENTLE, FALSE, CUNNING AND COWARDLY. 
Contact witli “ superior civilization” lias 
not improved them, but till the end of time 
they will remain as weak, indolent and 
improvident as nature makes such creatures 
in a tropical climate, when perpetual war­ 
fare is not an incentive to ambition. 
For leagues scarcely a tree is to be seen 
outside the gardens! except an occasional 
clump of the graceful arbalde Peru, with its 
pendant clusters of pink peppercorns; or 
liere and there a solitary palm with plumed 
crest—majestic monarch of the plain ; or a 
giant cypress, gray-bearded with moss like 
some venerable David, its 
arms 
out­ 
stretched in perpetual benediction. Anon, 
maguey-fielas stretch awav as far os the 
eye can reach, many of the plants lifting 
the points of thoir enormous leaves far 
above the head of a man on horseback. 
At rare intervals we pass pastures of scant 
grass, where lean rattle are grazing, outly­ 
ing some hacienda, whore moated and 
bastiones1, walls tell of feudal times, whose 
spirit has not yet passed away from this 
mis-named republic. 
At an Indian village of unpronouneable 
name we stopped for luncheon, in its only 
public resting-place—a 
typical ■fondita, 
which is Spanish for ’little restaurant.” 
The earth floor of this wayside inn was 
neatly swept, anil its whitewashed inner 
walls 
HUNG WITH PICTURED SAINTS. 
Wreathed with gaudy paper roses. Riok- 
ety-legged benches were ranged (immov­ 
ably) around the table, and the only two 
ehairs the establishment afforded—which 
were kept as choice articles of virtu, of lit­ 
tle actual use to their owners—were brought 
for the accommodation of los Americanos, 
who were suspected of not wishing to con­ 
form to the rural custom of squatting upon 
a petate (straw mat) spread on the floor. 
The windows, of course, were guiltless of 
glass, and had the usual iron bars before 
them, hut I observed that the rude, bam- 
door-like shutters were of solid mahogany 
—a wood, by the way. which is cheaper in 
many parts of Mexico (because less rare) 
thau common pine. The great oaken door, 
with its enormous hinges, and lock like the 
breast-plate of a medieval warrior, was 
quaintly carved, probably not less than a 
century ago, by some long-forgotten artist. 
There are many things in this wonderful 
country which are calculated to arouse 
the spirit of highway robbery in the breast 
of the most honorable tourist! 
I longed to 
tear that door from its hinges and run off 
with it; or to seize from the shoulders of 
the master of the mansion his zarape—a 
native blanket of softly-blended Oriental 
hura, with the national escutcheon in the 
center (a big eagle perched upon a cactus 
bush, witli a serpent in his beak), which 
would make a most ravishing portiere ! 


OUR REFRESHMENT 
Was speedily served upon a well-scoured 
table, to which the addition of a cloth 
woulit have been an incongruous super­ 
fluity, and the menu was as follows: 
Stewed frególes (red beans), with our choice 
as to “ seasoning”—whether we would 
pour rancid goats milk over them, or mo­ 
lasses from the Chinese sugar-cane; small, 
black loaves of Mexican bread—that would 
have made excellent cannon balls—of 
course, without butter, which does not 
“ grow " in this country ; water-cresses and 
fresh olive oil, from w tich we compounded 
a salad fit for an Emperor’s table; wild 
honey and stewed apricots; and a basket 
of ripe tamarinds, pom egranates, figs and 
m angoes, arranged 
in th eir ow n green 


leaves—as the poorest of these people have 
a tasteful habit of doing. 
The inevitable 
pulque was at hand in a pig-skiu “bottle” 
i which retains the perfect shape of the 
animal, minus head and tail), and gurgled 
an approving note alarmingly like life 
while its contents were being mptiedinto 
our nutgs. 
Those so-called “ ptg-skins" 
are really the undressed hides of sheep 
with the woolly side turned in. Nothing 
else is considered so good for holding ilie 
popular beverage—though we are told that 
a skin of small size costs not less than 
$2 50, and lasts little more than a month, 
as the constant fermentation going on in­ 
side soon eats the wool ofi ! 
In this vol­ 
canic country the traveler must eschew 
water, or suffer serious consequences; 
good claret or Spanish wines art not al­ 
ways obtainable outside the larger cities— 
and one must drink something besides the 
bitter Mexican coffee; therefore we long 
ago maile up our minds to pulijue—the 
cheap and 


HEALTHFUL PRINK OF THE NATIVES— 
And pulque it is, every day of our lives at 
dinner. 1 confess, however, that it re­ 
quired considerable effort to educate our­ 
selves up to it, and was only accomplished 
by resolutely fixing our thoughts upon 
that glorious product of the years—the cen­ 
tury plant—from whence it came, and by 
repeatedly assuring one another that the 
thick, white, nasty liquid resembles home 
butter-iuilk, though we knew it to bean out- 
ragous libel on northern dairies. But, even 
now, Betsy and I sometimes amuse our­ 
selves in leisure moments striving to com­ 
pute the quantity of sheeps’-wool which 
we must haue absorbed in course of the 
last two years, since the contents of each 
alleged pig-skin contains a good «leal of it— 
“ in solution,” so to speak ! 
Immediately following this dainty re­ 
past, the mistress of the fondita produced 
her private cigarette-holder, and temlered 
us the customary courtesy with the air of a 
princess—an act 
of kindly hospitality 
which we would not for the world have 
wounded her feelings by refusing. After­ 
wards, while the mules were resting, and 
the drivers enjoying their usual siesta, we 
wandered out to view the village, whose 
low-roofed ami no-roofed casas are nestled 
at the toot ot dark hills.

[dace—rejoices under a fresh coat of sky- 
blue plaster without, and much gilding 
within, spreail over the mold and cracks of 
centuries, which gives it the appearance of 
a wrinkled octogenarian fashionably be- 
wigged.

Here the noise was deafening, and 
the poor, |>ale, shabby-looking old woman 
who presided seemeil lialf distracted, as no 
doubt she was. The dog-eared books which 
these children were using had been selected 
by some local priest years and years before, 
and appeared to contain more information 
about the lives of the Saints, the require­ 
ments 'of the Church and the terrors ol 
purgatory, than the lore o: this mundane 
sphere. The girls were also taught needle­ 
work, to the extent of embroidering altar- 
cloths for the village sanctuary and vest­ 
ments for the Virgin; while upon the 
black-board were some lessons in spelling 
and arithmetic, which were given by the 
preceptress “ out of her own hea«i,” as she 
explained to us. 
ft was intensely hot. with the tropic sun 
beating down upon the roof without a tree 
to intercept its rays, and streaming into 
the uncurtained windows. Everybody was 
sleepy, the teacher cross, and the pupils 
irredeemably stupid. A tat centipede was 
slowly dragging his loathsome, greenish- 
yellow body and hundred legs surcharged 
with poison along the floor in a corner, 
and 1 counted more than a dozen scorpions 
eating about the walls, hut nobody minds 
such trifles as these in Mexico.

At least so far as small boys are concerned. 
We left the little Babel reluctantly, 
knowing full well by the vicious clutch of 
the schoolmu'am’s thin claw upon the 
stout stick she carried, and by an ominous 
snap in her beady eyes, that she only wait­ 
ed our departure to urge certain lagging 
steps up tiie thorny steeps ot learning by 
vigorous switeh-suasion. 1’oor little.raga­ 
muffins! The nervous irritability of that 
ancient maiden, vented upon their half- 
naked and poorly-fed bodies, must he hard 
indeed to bear. 
And the small amount of 
useless knowledge which may be beaten 
into them will not abate by one jot or tittle 
the utter hopelessness of their lives, nor 
even result in so much as improving their 
apparel, as the first taste of “the tree of 
good and evil” is said to have «lone by our 
earliest ancestors.

LAKE 
fO l’NTY.

A B rief S tatem en t o f Its R esource 
cality an«l O utlook. 
[Lakeport Democrat.] 
I.ake county is situated at the summit of 
the Coast Range, surrounde«l by intervaling 
mountains. It is, to many of the inhabit­ 
ants of this State, a terra incognita; stiff 
the tourist who has had the temerity to 
penetrate into its close, has pcrceiveil val­ 
leys of surpassing richness. 
What arc sup­ 
posed to be barren hills, lie has found to be 
long, rolling ridges covered with a dense 
growth of underbrush and possessing a soil 
of wonderful fertility. He will also per­ 
ceive springs of clear, cold water gushing 
out from the hillsides on every hand, large 
forests of yellow and sugar pine, cedar, fir, 
black and white oak. Descending into the 
valleys, the inquirer, perhaps to his sur­ 
prise, will find them to be bottoms of a 
depth of soil and of a power of production 
never excelled, and rarely, if ever, < qualed. 
In the center of this remarkable district is 
the beautiful sheet of water, Clear Lake, 
a lake some twenty-four miles by six to 
ten, stocked with the choicest of game and 
fish, and with a depth of water that affords 
the best of facilities for navigation. 
Lake coantv has an area of about 1,700 
square miles. Of this 25,000 acres is, ac­ 
cording to the Assessor’s report, first-class 
land; by that we wish to be understool as 
meaning land that can grow any ordinary 
crop, such as corn, wheat, and vegetables 
of all descriptions. In fact, these bottom 
lands of Lake have been proven to be 
capable of responding remunerative to any 
crop the agriculturist may choose to devote 
them too. But we are not to suppose the 
remaining portion is useless. 
By far the 
greater part of the rest might be considered 
valuable lands, as it is on the hitherto 
despised hills of Lake those indispensable 
conditions of soil and temptrature are 
found that lately caused the Hon. Charles 
Wetmore to acknowledge that Lake county 
was the true vine land of America ; “ that 
its capabilities for clarets and light wines 
were unsurpassed.” 
In 1872 there were cultivated in this 
county only about 13.000 acres of land, and 
to-day probably not more thaii 25,000 acres 
are realty cultivated. The inhabitants of 
this district number, according to the sta­ 
tistics, about 8,000. or three acres of culti­ 
vated land to the soul—perhaps as small a 
ratio as can be found any place in the 
Union. But without fear of contradiction, 
I challenge any person to find a commu­ 
nity of as intelligent, well-todo people 
anywhere in the United States as here. 
True, there ere no very rich men in Lake, 
but there are no paupers. The point 1 wish 
to make is this, if this section under dis­ 
cussion. isolated as it is, can and does 
evince such prosperity as is evinced by the 
well-housed, well-clothed, well-fed con­ 
dition of its people. What would be the 
result if a ready and speedy means of 
communication by railroad w’ith the val­ 
leys below ami San Francisco anil other 
cities were had ? 
Lake county is yet in 
her swaddling clothes ; given an oppor­ 
tunity her future must be glorious.

T he Movement ok G l a c ie r s .—The cause 
of the movementof glaciers is still to some 
extent a disputed «[Uestion. 
it was for­ 
merly claimed by some that ice was of a 
viscious nature like tar, ami flows uniler the 
influence of gravitation, like any similar 
substance; hut experiments have shown 
that, while ice can he bent in any direc­ 
tion. it cannot be drawn out, hut always 
breaks when pulled apart. 
So, when a 
glacier faffs over a cliff, it does not flotv 
smoothly over, but is broken up into 
separate fragments, which reunite again on 
reaching a more level part of t lie valley. 
It is probable that the motion of a glacier 
is due to the principle of 
regelation, 
and that the attraction of 
gravitation 
and the pressure of the snow and ice in the 
upper part of the glacier force it along, 
while the ice is being continually broken 
apart and pressed together again, thus 
adapting itself to all the windings and in­ 
equalities of the valley in which it flows.— 
Scienlijic Press.

THE CONSULTATION NEXT TUESDAY. 


T he consultation to lie held in this city 
next Tuesday ought to excite a great deal 
of interest. 
It is a convention of advice 
and free conference, called by the Califor­ 
nia State Penological Commission, to de­ 
bate plans for the improvement of prison 
management. 
O f course, only those who 
take a deep interest in this great social 
question will attend. 
The man who be­ 
lieves that public concerns will take care 
of themselves « ill remain away. 
The 
man who believes that he owes som ething 
to the period in which his children will lie 
active upon the stage of duty ; the tuan 
who believes that as society is conqiosed of 
individual units, of which he is one, it is 
therefore his duty and his privilege to take 
action in the organizat ion of society, to the 
end th at its highest attainm ents may be 
compassed, w hether he lives to witnes* 
them or not; the man who believes th at it 
costs too much money to “ run " the State 
Prisons, too m uch, by three-fourths, to 
convict and punish for crime, since the av­ 
erage per crim inal is $3,000; the men, in 
short, who arc actuated by public spirit, 
philanthropy and a sincere desire to lessen 
the crim inal element, by preventing crim e 
—all these will, so far as private duties 
will permit, attend. W e publish this morn­ 
ing from the |>en of one of the Penological 
Commission a most interesting paper on 
*' Prison Probleuies." 
To it we invite the 
attention of the readers uf the K k c o r d- 


I ’n io n . 
It will be found, for its very sug­ 
gestiveness, worthy of perusal. 
The sepe- 
ration of the neophytes in crim e from 
the hardened offenders, the economy of 
prison management, the fitness of prison 
officials, the paroling of prisoners— all 
these subjects are presented, and in a con­ 
cise and perfectly lucid m anner. 
These 
topics will be up also 
for discussion 
and free expression at the consultation of 


Tuesday next.

T he system of paroling of prisoners has 
been adopted in Ohio, and is found to 
work even better than its originators ex­ 
pected. 
U nder this system the reform a­ 
tion of the prisoner, who is deemed sus­ 
ceptible of it, is undertaken outside of the 
prison, and in the midst of w orldly ac­ 
tivities. 
A prisoner sent up for the first 
time, for crim e below the grade of m ur­ 
der, is not sentenced for a definite term 
tinder this system. H e is found guilty, and 
submitted to the prison managem ent for 
punishment, 
lie must at least serve the 
minimum of the term provided by law. 
If at the end of that tim e it is found that 
he has been obedient, faithful and industri­ 
ous, he is given a certificate th at he is a 
ward of the State, as a convict; 
that he 
has served the minimum tim e and th at he 
is paroled in order to give him an oppor­ 
tunity in the activities of daily life, in 
industry or business, to show th at he is 
reformed, or desirous, rather, of reforming. 
T his parole requires of him th at he shall 
not leave the .State; that he shall rej>oit 
to the management at stated periods his 
condition, his prospects, his earnings and 
his expenses, and for what they were in­ 
curred. 
lie is to avoid drinking-places^ 
vicious companions, late hours, places of 
festivity and brawling, he is to obey the 
law s commit no crime whatever, to be in ­ 
dustrious patient, well-mannered and obedi­ 
ent to his employers. 
If in this he fails 
he is liable to lie retaken as an escape, and, 
being restored to prison, cannot thereafter 
avail of the privileges of parole, and must 
serve out the maximum term for his 
original offense. 
He is not granted parole 
in the first place until some one has offered 
to give him employment for at least 
six 
m onths 
and 
not 
until 
the 
management has ascertained th e reliability 
and good character of the proposing em- 
"pidyer. 
If the need arises for change of 
emplover, it is to be made only bv consent 
of the management.

jeers of old convicts, or the scorn of th e 
world as a jail bird, because his parole is 
his protection, for he goes into the world 
openly as a paroled man. 
T here is no 
secresv as to liis character ; his social posi­ 
tion is th e very thing which he will make 
public in order to secure protection. 
If, 
after he has been on parole some time, the 
management, from all the facts in his case, 
his conduct, his reports, his faithfulness, 
believe that he is sincere, and is honestly 
reeking to do right in all things demanded 
of him, determ ine th at it is wise to set 
him wholly free, it may issue an order to 
th at effect, and he will be given a certifi­ 
cate accordingly. 
U nder this system the 
Executive will lie relieved almost wholly 
of applications for pardons, since “ parole” 
will take the place, and the prisoner be 
given an opportunity to prove deserving of 


pardon.

It may be as well taken as settled, th at 
it is simply impossible 
to 
determine 
w hether a prisoner is reformed by any 
conduct in prison w hatever. 
To know the 
purjioses and sincerity of the man, he must 
be put into the world. 
W hat he does con­ 
fined lietween four walls, is not and cannot 
be a test of what he will do in the face of 
trial and tem ptation. 
By the new parole 
system, now proposed for California, the 
State will lie relieved of the cost of m ain­ 
tenance of all prisoners who are let out 
on trial, and this is an economic considera­ 
tion of great importance. 
And this brings 
us naturally to a cognate subject. 
The 
labor element of .the country, and the 
organic law, demand th at there shall lie 
no competition by prison labor with free 
labor. 
If this is to be strictly the rule, 
there can lie no self-sustaining prisons. 
We agree th at the demand of the lalior 
element and the principle of the law have 
force; that it is had always to bring invol­ 
untary servitude into the labor competi­ 
tion question. 
Slave labor degrades free 
lalior; convict labor in competition with 
free labor puts the latter at a disadvantage, 
since there is no first cost in working con­ 
victs. save for tools. 
T heir tim e cannot 
lie one of the units of the problem. 
But 
when all this is said, the question remains 
“ Shall society support the convicts in 
idleness? 
if not, then shall they be put 
to hard lalior in doing useless things, in 
non-productive exercise of hum an en­ 
ergy?” 
O f course the response is. “ Find 
for them employment th at will not com­ 
pete witli free labor.” 
T here is the diffi­ 
culty. The last Legislature purposely and 
expressly commanded the managers of the 
prisons to make, net, at .San Q uentin $70,000 
a year, and at Folsom $10,000 a year, and to 
compel compliance, cut down the appro­ 
priations just th at much for the two years 
to elapse before the assembling of another 
legislature. 
So far as the San Q uentin 
Prison is concerned, the management lias 
made nearly even the income and outgo. 
But at Folsom, despite all efforts, the 
official reports show a heavy shortage, and 
to-day the Commissioners are on the high­ 
way endeavoring to borrow money, in the 
name of the State of California, to feed 
the prisoners and pay other necessary ex­ 
penses. 
W hoever lends the money takes 
his chances. 
No possible security can be 
given him. 
Not even the name and 
credit of th e State can be extended. 
He 
must trust to the honor of the next Legis­ 
lature to pay him , and to add a reason­ 
able interest for the use of the money.

STICK TO THE TRUTH. 


It is now definitely ascertained by a 
committee appointed for the purpose, that 
13,000 men of the G rand Army will take 


Mr. (.'liarles Crocker loaned the State 
some thousands, to prevent a general jail 
delivery, some years ago, and it happened 
that when the leg islatu re assembled men 
were found in that body who did their 
utmost to prevent repaym ent, though they 
could not deny that the S tate had received 
the money, used it and lienefited by it 
greatly, and was by the loan relieved from 
such a strait ot distress as had much dis- 
turlied society. 
W hoever lends*money to 
the State on a philanthropic sentim ent 
must not ex|>ect to be esteemed public- 
spirited and a State benefactor. 
t)n the 
contrary, he will lie measured as a schemer 
driving a bargain with one in a corner. 
H e will find a lobby hungry for “ pieces,” 
and ripe with blackmail threats to defeat 
the 
relief 
hill 
for 
his 
repayment. 
Of course there must be no jail delivery— 
the men must not starve nor the guards go 
unpaid. 
But we could wish that the 
Prison Directors could lie compelled by 
the exigencies of the case and the refusal 
of capitalists to be big-hearted, to go into 
their own pockets for the few thousands 
needed until the Legislature meets. 
That 
supreme liodv would not hesitate a moment 
to repay its own officials for advances made 
to fill the gap of legislative folly, while by 
this means the people would be brought 
face to face with the inconsistent action of 
the State, and future absurditv of this 
kind be avoided. 
It would be of little 
effect to borrow* of money-lenders, since 
they have little of public sym pathy. 
But 
it would lie a public hum iliation if the un­ 
salaried Prison.Directors were obliged to 
advance money to th eir principal, the 
State, and would probably result in a re­ 
form of this system of shortage, and the 
substitution of a system of full support bv 
legislativc appropriation, and the present­ 
ation as against th at of the credit side of 
the prison ledger, if the Directors are able 
to conduct the prisons at a profit, however 
small. 
T hat would lie the business way of 
managing, but then Legislatures seldom 
manage financial m atters in a business way. 


Among other questions th at will prob­ 
ably be discussed at the Convention of 
Tuesday is th at of reform schools, graded 
prisons and houses of correction. 
As our 
svstem now stands, all grades of criminals 
are huddled together in our two prisons, 
and as a result the old offenders and the 
hardened crim inals teach the neophytes 
the prim er of crime, and frequently take 
them up to graduation in the science of 
burglarv, fnrgeiv, safe-cracking, highway 
robbery, and lesser crimes. 
W e need a 
system of grading, and with our two 
prisons and the subdivision of one we can 
establish it at once. 
W e need a State re­ 
formatory work, but no indnstrial school, 
as generally understood. W e siuiplv brand 
for life the youth upon whom we place the 
retalia uf i n'flll lll Sl llUul.. .Y) Ilili Bl‘ ¡Utfitl. 


part in the Encampm ent in this State next 
August. 
We may fairly assume that there 
will be, in addition, not less than 20,000 
other visitors. 
But if there are only 15,­ 
000, outside the G rand Army, we shall 
then have an aggregate of 30,000 strangers 
with us. 
If there is a wise adm inistration 
of the affairs of entertainm ent, these will 
constitute 30,000 
intelligent 
advertise­ 
ments for this State, and they will inform 
not less than a m illion of people directly, 
and more indirectly, of what they saw and 
heard here, and will, on reaching their 
homes, express opitiions of the country as 
all returned travelers do. 
We hope for 
much of good from all this, and it is a 
liojie w ith reason. 
But let us look at it 
calmly, and we will realize that we take a 
good share of risk also. 
W e know th at no 
man who comes here on purely a pleasure 
trip can form a proper estim ate of the 
State in ten days or a fortnight. 
These 
birds of passage are likely, therefore, to 
do us some harm by the haste with which 
they will proceed. 
T he harm we antici­ 
pate may not flow from adverse accounts 
and erroneously disparaging and hasty ex­ 
amination, but may result also from too 
happy a v’ew of things. 
Fnder the 
warming influences of hospitality they 
may see us so much at our best as to create 
anticipations that cannot lie realized. 
It 
is the right thing to do to put a good foot 
^ forward, but let us not Hide any defects in 
the other foot. 
W e shall in the end gain 
a great deal more of confidence, trust and 
m aterial profit by being honest in this 
m atter, though the disposition to excuse, 
or, as some would say, “ to falsify,” will be 
strong upon us. 
And this is saitl without 
challenging any m m 's honesty, for with a 
guest at our board it is natural to put 
skeletons out of sight, and hum an nature 
deems it right to do so. 
California has 
lieen in the past sadly injured by being in­ 
considerately “ liootned.” 
We believe in 
“ boom ing” 
the S tate; 
California can 
stand i t ; hut tiiere is “ boom ” m aterial 
enough in the truth, and we do not need 
the stimulus of a particle of fiction. 
It 
ought to be the atm of every adult person 
to prevent exaggerated statem ents being 
made to our visitors. 
T heir stay is to he 
brief, so brief that they will not have time 
to take in the whole truth. 
They will be 
crippled in judgm ent if there is much of 
the savor of poetry in our recitals to them. 
A distinguished citizen of .Sacramento, 
who was a United States official at the 
East representing this State, insists that 
when lie was on the A tlantic side he in­ 
variably confined himself to recitals about 
California ju st 50 per cent, below what the 
tru th justified—told only h alf the tru th ; 
and still he says he ranked there as “ the 
champion liar,” and there is as much of 
sober verity as wit in this story. W hat we 
must do in August is to tell the exact 
tru th about our soil and its products, its 
capacities and its “ draw backs;” our cli­ 
mate, its advantages and its ills ; our com­ 
merce, its prosjiects and its hindrances; 
our society, its composition and its vices; 
our system of government, taxation, edu­ 
cation, etc., and needed improvements in 
them . 
The man worth informing will 
thank us for our frankness, and even then 
will be a great deal more than astonished 
at what he sees and hears. 
The tru th is, 
that here in California we fail to realize 
what a “ w onderland" it appears to the 
man from the regions of snow and ice, 
cyclones, tornadoes, 
crop-blight, storm, 
hard necessity and stubborn resistamce of 
nature to the effort to wring sustenance 
from her. 
Here, the stranger finds us liv ­ 
ing with w hat appears to him is the 
m inim um of effort while we reap the 
m aximum of reward. 
H e does not under­ 
stand at first the difficulties th at environ us, 
because of distance from markets, and great 
centers of population, etc. 
We can afford 
to enlighten those needing it upon all 
these topics, and still the advantages we 
have to present are so much superior to 
those of any other section of our country, 
that we will lie justified in expecting from 
the visitation of August a large addition 
to our population, and a most m aterial 
enhancem ent of our working capital. 


INAUGURATION DAY. 


Senator Ingalls is out in a monograph 
defending his proposed amendment to the 
Constitution relative to the inaugural day 
for the President. 
We confess that the 
argum ents he advances in favor of the 
30th of A pril, instead of the 4th of March, 
are forcible, and we believe they will strike 
the people as so sound as to insure the 
adoption of the amendm ent by the neces­ 
sary th irty States of the Union, if it is 
subm itted to them , as it probably will be. 
The reasons advanced arc, in brief, as fol­ 
lows: 
A t present the closing session of 
Congress is too sh o rt; 
a vast amount of 
business is crowded into a brief time, a 
portion of which is consumed by holiday 
adjournments. 
By the amendm ent two 
full months of legislative tim e will be 
added to the session, and thus secure 
greater deliberation for measures than at 
present. 
T licnew date will be at a pleas­ 
ant season of the year in the M iddle States, 
whereas the present date is at a time which 
is neither winter nor sp rin g ; it is usually 
stormy, severe and ill adapted to display, 
and such ceremonial as befits tlie incoming 
of a new administration. 
The new date 
will give a longer tim e for the subsidence 
of ¡lopulnr excitem ent consequent upon a 
Federal election, and afford the new Presi­ 
dent more tim e in which to recover from 
the fatigues of the campaign, and to select 
his Cabinet and arrange his official house­ 
hold. 
The 30th of April is, or ought to be, 
an anniversary occasion of much im port­ 
ance to the jieople of the country, since it 
was on that date named that W ashington 
took the oath of office as the first Presi­ 
dent. 
If the amendment is adopted it 
will take effect in 1889, and thus extend 
the Democratic power a couple of months; 
hut if the change Ls desirable this is an ob­ 
jection that will have force only with un­ 


moved. 
The “transit” is also believed to 
lie arranged by this bill, so th at we cannot 
lie as easily imposed upon as we have been 
hv parties coming in under the plea of de­ 
siring to make the transit of the conti­ 
nent, lmt who, once here, remain in the 
country. 
Still, the m atter will depend 
upon regulations to lie made by the Treas­ 
ury 
Department, and if a pro-Chinese 
Secretar'- fills the chief place in the De­ 
partm ent, we may be subject to some an­ 
noyance on this score, for it was found im­ 
possible to frame a law to meet all tl.e 
case- that may arise. 
The right of apjieal 
to the Federal Courts from a decision of 
the Collector of a Port, relative to a claim 
of right to land, is allowed, and this will 
occasion trouble, hut we do not see how it 
is to lie avoided. 
It would he very desira­ 
ble to make the decisions of Collectors 
final, as they are advised of the facts in 
every case, but it will be seen th at to re­ 
fuse the rig h t of appeal, would be to an­ 
tagonize a strong sentim ent among the 
people which will not consent to the adju­ 
dication of the claims of any hum an being, 
with the right to appeal to the judicial 
arm of th e Governm ent cut off U nder the 
new hill ships are to be lim ited as to the 
number of Chinese passengers they may 
carry—one to each fifty tons register. The 
belief is expressed by our delegation at 
W ashington th at the bill in its present 
form will pass the House. 
If it docs, we 
shall have a very much better Restriction 
Act than at present, though it will not 
even then he just w hat we on this coast 
desire, while it will be a good deal beyond 
the wishes of the people of the A tlantic side.

THE HEW BILL. 


The new Chinese restriction bill

reform.

W e m ake such 
reformatories as we have, political ma­ 
chines, and our House of"1-Correction an in­ 
strum ent in the hands of ward bosses. 
In 
fact, beyond confining and working con­ 
victs and treating them all as of a common 


la s passed the Senate without a dissent­ 
ing vote is believed a better bill than that 
originally devise l by Mr. Morrow. 
W ith 
liscussion concerning it, it is reasonable to 
expect that greater merit has been at­ 
tained. 
Under the now bill the return 


ertiticates are to be so made out that, the 
identity of the person to whom issued may 
1 certainly ascertained, and thus a broad 
door tc fraud closed. 
Who are Chinese 
laborers is clearly defined, so that there 
rill be left no doubt on that head, and thus 
great source of trouble to the Courts re- 


Justice T. M. Coolev, the em inent jurist! 
in The Forum for June, in an able essay 
holds th at the desirability of arbitration 
in labor disputes is obvious, but adds that 
how far it may be made available is the 
troublesome question. 
The reasons why 
this remedy is so difficult of application 
here are—the feeling of 
independence 
among laborers is greater here than else­ 
where ; our workmen are more m igratory ; 
there is less permanence in business here 
than elsewhere. 
A statutory tribunal 
would not, lie thinks, be resorted to here, 
w ithout the power to prescribe terms for 
the future, the jurisdiction would lie too 
lim ited to he of much service, and they 
could not be given th at power except 
through the establishm ent of despotic gov­ 
ernment. 
He adm its that a statutory tri­ 
bunal may lie established without compul­ 
sory powers, hut it would he practically 
valueless, because, says Justice Cooley, 
parties disposed to arbitrate would in gen­ 
eral prefer to choose their own judges. 
T his is precisely the line of argument the 


RECORD-UNION took when the Congres­ 
sional arbitration bill was first under de­ 
bate. 
Judge Cooley gives this view the 
support of his legal knowledge and broad 
experience as a student of the American 
system. 
H e concludes th at the real val­ 
uable 
Board 
of 
arbitration 
is 
that 
set 
up 
by 
the 
parties 
to 
a 
dispute, and not by statute. 
Such boards 
must grow' out of the acts of parties stand­ 
ing on an equality before it. 
The board 
must have power to choose ail um pire; 
must hear all complaints from both sides, 
and invariably should insist th at [lending 
the inquiry the business involved should 
go on undisturbed. 
Y et Cooley lielieves 
the statutory commission would lie of value 
in calm ing the passions of men and bring­ 
ing about a state of feeling in the country 
favorable to arbitration as a method of 
adjusting disputes. 


T h e Brooklyn bridge is one of the most 
hold and successful of engineering feats 
ever undertaken.

T hat so magnificent a 
structure should lie belittled by clumsy 
approaches, and means of reaching its 
landings which are not in keeping with the 
great work itself, is simply disgraceful to 
New York.

N EW 
P U B LIC A T IO N S. 


"T h ree Years of Arctic Service” is the 
title of Lieutenant A. M. Greely's book, 
issued by charles Scribner's Sons, New 
Y'ork. The work is being presented by 
canvassing agents, on the subscription 
plan, at prices from $5 5U to $8 50. The 
volumes, two in num ber, are admirably 
printed and richly and profusely illus­ 
trated. It is seldom that finer art work in 
wood engraving is seen in books of travel. 
The views are all from photographs, and 
the portraits are especially noticeable for 
their life-like expression and fineness of 
execution. 
Each volume is of some 250 
pages. The public is too well informed of 
tlie tragic events of Lieutenant Greely's 
expedition, its purposes, scientific results, 
the terrible sufferings of the command 
aud the final 
rescue of its survivors, 
to call for any extended review of the dra­ 
matic incidents. The company of Lieu­ 
tenant Greelv, it will be remembered, at­ 
tained the farthest north position of record, 
but at such a sacrifice as lias m ade even the 
suggestion of further Arctic exploration 
very distasteful to the public. Greely’s 
party was known as the Lady Franklin Bay 
expedition, and ils tim e covered the period 
between 1881 and June 2 3 ,1884, when Cap­ 
tain Schley’s rescue party found the few 
survivors, slowly starving and with just 
enough of life in them to give hope of sav­ 
ing them . The two volumes under notice 
constitute the transcript of Lieutenant 
Greely’s 
diary, 
no date 
of 
all 
the 
three 
years 
being 
om itted 
in 
it. 
There are attached 
valuable tables of 
meterological observations, maps between 
pages and maps in covered pockets. There 
is in the appendices also m uch noting of 
the natural history of the country, with 
some pictures of Arctic birds and some 
account of the few natives of the region 
about Fort Conger, at which point the 
command had its headquarters and where 
most of the observations were taken. 
The 
volumes are published in response to a 
very general demand for the rem arkable 
story of the Greely party. Greely writes 
easily, 
with 
frankness 
and 
criticises 
in 
a 
spirit 
evidently 
inspired 
by 
a 
conscientious 
desire 
to 
do 
exact 
justice. 
He 
has 
this 
m uch 
¡to 
say of him self; “ For a quarter of a cen­ 
tury a public servant, in war and in peace, 
m y faults arc known. Cruelty and injus­ 
tice, however, arc foreign to my nature ; 
and 1 rejoice that during the nine m onths 
I commanded a party of suffering, starving, 
dying comrades, I never treated any man 
other than he justly m erited.” The story 
of Arctic travel, the dram atic events that 
alw ars attach to it, the tragic interest that 
is inseparable from it. m ake such books as 
these volumes eagerly sought. 
No expedi­ 
tion 
that 
has gone out 
has excited 
more of 
public sym pathy 
than that 
of 
Greely. 
Not 
even 
in 
the 
faie 
of 
Sir 
John 
Franklin 
was 
tlie 
public m ind more keenly alive to the sub­ 
ject. Greely’s books will find a place in 
every well-stocked library. They are rec­ 
ords of daring, of rem arkable northern ad­ 
vance, of i he earnest work of scientific or­ 
ganization to adapt the science of meteorol­ 
ogy to the every need of man, of rom antic 
incident, of dauntless courage and un­ 
paralleled suffering and misfortune. 
In 
short, they are stories of truth stranger 
than the wildest fancies ot fiction ; more 
rom antic than plots the most skillful nove - 
ist can evolve trom his imagination. 
Of 
necessity the books are not of a character 
that enables an intelligent abstract of the 
contents to be made. 
Diary work is al­ 
ways the most difficult to review, nor can 
any intelligent idea of be given of good 
diary work by mere synopsis.

On a little eminence, a short distance 
inside, and directly opposite the main en­ 
trance to the City Cemetery, is what is 
know n as the State plat. 
In size it is 
about 80 feet square, bricked up, filled in 
and inclosed with a neat, strong iron fence. 
It is nicely sodded with grass, and contains 
eight graves, five of which are marked with 
elegant m arble m onum ents. The grounds 
are well kept, and no doubt but the next 
Legislature will provide for the erection of 
m onum ents over the graves of those whose 
last resting place is now marked only with 
a rude piece of redwood board. 
Below is 
given a sketch in brief of tbe lives of the 
m en whose services to the State entitled 
them to interm ent in this p la t: 


HUGH C. MURRAY. 
Tbe first to be buried in the State plat 
was H on. H ugh C. Murray, Chief Justice 
ot the Suprem e Court of California, who 
died at his residence on L street, near 
T hird, this city, on Friday morning. Sep­ 
tem ber 18, 1857. 
He had been suffering 
for some tim e of a disease of his lungs, 
and his death was not unexpected. 
Hugh 
C. M urray was born of Scottish parents in 
St. Louis, Missouri, on the 22d of April, 
1825, and was therefore about 32 years end 
5 m onths of age at th e tim e of bis death. 
He received bis education in Alton. Illi­ 
nois. where he studied the profession of the 
law. 
Of an ardent and adventurous dis­ 
position, he sought a position in the arm y 
of his country during the war with Mexico, 
and received the appointm ent of a Lieu­ 
tenant in the Fourteenth regiment of in ­ 
fantry. The discovery of gold in Cali­ 
fornia opened a new field to his rest­ 
less spirit, and he was among the first 
to 
leave 
the 
home 
of 
his 
youth 
for 
the 
shores 
of 
California. 
He 
came by the way of Panam a, but not hav­ 
ing secured a through passage, embarked 
at that point on the brig Two Friends for 
San Francisco. 
The vessel was old, slow 
and her voyage one of the most adverse 
that occurred at that period. 
In company 
w ith some of his companions, he left the 
vessel at Cape St. Lucas, and walked the 
entire distance from that point to Sail 
Francisco, where he arrived in September, 
1849, just six m onths from the tim e he left 
Panama. 
He im m ediately commenced 
the practice of law, ar.d upon the organiza­ 
tion of the Superior Court of the city and 
county of San Francisco, in 1850, lie was 
elected an associate with Judges Sm ith and 
Morse, 
in 1851. upon the resignation of 
Judge iiennett, he was appointed by Gov­ 
ernor McDongal as one ot the Associate 
Justices of the Supreme Court. 
H is term 
of office expired in 1853, when he received 
the nom ination of the Democratic party 
for the sam e position, and was elected by 
the people. Upon tbe resignation of Judge 
Lyons that year, he became Chief Justice 
of the Court. 
The term for which he was 
elected expired in 1855, when he was nom ­ 
inated for the term of six years by the A m er­ 
ican party and elected by a sm all m ajority, 
and acted in the capacity of Supreme Judge 
until his untim ely death. As a man Judge 
M urray was noted for his extremely posi­ 
tive character. 
No cne in the State pos­ 
sessed m ore warm and devotedly attached 
friends, and probably no one more bitter 
enemies. 
He sought no disguise of his 
likes or dislikes, and was consequently 
subjected to the severest criticism, as much 
so perhaps as any man who has occupied 
so exalted a position. The violence of as­ 
sault ha 1, on the other hand, the effect of 
draw ing to him more closely his friends. 
As a ju rist he occupied an unequivocal 
position. 
No one—not even his most bit­ 
ter enemy—has ever questioned his capa­ 
city. 
H e had a peculiarly legal mind, 
sufficient to grasp all the points of a case 
with wonderful scope. 
H is legal know l­ 
edge seemed to be alm ost intuition. From 
chaos he drew forth order, and resolved 
the m ost intricate propositions into clear 
and concise forms. 
H is decisions were 
always terse and pungent, clear from cir­ 
cumlocution and directly to the point. 
T he last judicial act of liis life—the deci­ 
sion in the case of W elch vs. Sullivan— 
was his m ost elaborate one, and serves bet­ 
ter than any com m entary to diplay the 
strong positive character of the Judge and 
the man. 
The District Court, Judge Botts presid­ 
ing, adjourned out of respect to Judge 
M urray’s memory. 
Jam es H . Hardy, a m ember of the bar, 
in addressing the Court upon this occasion 
paid a high eulogium to the deceased. 
He 
said the State has lost a treasure, the pro­ 
fession one of its brightest ornaments, and 
the Suprem e Bench a Judge wbose place 
we can hardly dare to hope will be filled 
with the same integrity and ability. 
H e 
lias been cut off in the m idst of a brilliant 
and useful life. 
Though comparatively 
young, he had made for him self a reputa­ 
tion as a jurist which stands higher than 
any in the State, and which can vie, w ith­ 
out any disparagement, with any in the 
nation, or in the world. At a meeting of 
the Sacramento Bar, Jos. W . W inans de­ 
livered an address upon the life and char­ 
acter of the deceased, an oratorical effort 
seldom surpassed, closing with the follow­ 
ing : 
“ Nor can it be denied by those who 
loved him least, that in the brilliance of 
his intellect, the vehemence of his invec­ 
tive, tbe force of his reason, and the 
soundness 
of his judgm ent, 
lie 
was 
unsurpassed, alm ost unrivaled by any of 
tbe pioneers of California. So long as this 
comm onwealth endures, his decisions as a 
body will continue to be models of clear­ 
ness and propriety, and while the equita­ 
ble principles by which they are every­ 
where pervaded—the emanations of a m ind 
singularly talented and just, will give to 
them a lasting influence upon the public— 
the remembrance of his social qualities will 
endear his memory to m ultitudes of those 
who now survive him .” 
Tbe State has erected a m arble m onu­ 
m ent over his grave, 20 feet in hight. upon 
which is the following inscription : “ Htigli 
C. M urray, Chief Justice of the Supreme 
Court of ihe State of California. 
Born, St. 
Louis. Mo., April 22, 1S25; died, Septem­ 
ber 18, 1857.

Alas for the young life so high w ith hope, 
so early gone hence ! 
Alas for the m yste­ 
rious workings of fa te ! 
Myriads of souls 
to-day bewail the messenger of death, 
while youjh and talent go reluctantly to 
the grave* Many a gallant ship goes down 
with her burden of priceless treasure, 
while ‘ the rotten hulk lies rocking in the 
sunlight of the beach.' 
The w inter winds 
will sing am ong the fir trees of his hom e a 
dirge for their lost son, the Sierras put on 
tlieir priestly robes as before, and spring 
will come again ; but we shall long remem ­ 
ber how bright a star went out at tw ilight 
and how great a hope was riven by one 
blow of the hand Divine.” 
J. W. MANDKVILLE. 
H on. J. W . M andeville, Controller of 
State, died at his residence, corner of Eighth 
and O streets, in this city, on the m orning 
of February 4, 1876, of paralysis, and lies 
buried in the State plat. 
H e was born in 
Coventry, Chenango county. New York, in 
1824, and consequently was 52 years of 
age. 
H e was in youth surrounded by cir­ 
cumstances which developed traits of char­ 
acter that m ade him through life self-reli­ 
ant. 
H e was a graduate of the State Nor­ 
m al school of New York, and for some 
years followed the profession of teaching. 
In 1849 he came to California with the ad­ 
vance guard of that m ighty throng which 
swept into this section on the discovery of 
gold being made known at the East.

WILLIAM I. FERGUSON. 
On 
September 14, 1858, W illiam 
I. 
Ferguson, State Senator of Sacramento 
county, died in San Francisco, from the 
effects' of a wound be bad received in a 
deul fought w ith George Pen Johnston, on 
the 21st ot tbe m onth preceding. 
Both 
parties to the duel were prom inent men, 
and the part that each had taken in the 
exciting political events of the three pre­ 
ceding years had m ade them wi lely known. 
Ferguson was a rem arkable m an, then in 
the prim e of life and the full flush of his 
splendid talents. The son of a carpenter, 
born in Fennsvlvaina, he removed 
to 
Springifield, Illinois, where he studied law 
under Colonel E. D. Baker, and rose to a 
level at the bar w ith such associates as 
Lincoln, Douglas, Baker and Logan. From 
Illinois he removed to Texas and finally 
to Sacramento, 
where 
he 
took 
and 
m aintained his position among the bright­ 
est men at the bar, excelling especially in 
the departm ent of crim inal practice. 
Pos­ 
sessed of great am bition, a brilliant genius, 
one of the most eloquent and fascinating 
orators California has ever held in citizen­ 
ship, he entered politics, and soon became 
one of the most conspicuous characters in 
public life. 
H e was elected to the State 
Senate on the Know -N othing ticket. 
He 
renounced Know -Xothingism on the floor 
of the Senate, and at the tim e of his death 
was a Douglas Democrat. The duel grew 
out of a jocular rem ark m ade by Ferguson 
about some lady friends of Johnston s, 
while the two were taking a friendly drink 
w ith others in the Bank Exchange saloon 
in San Francisco. 
Johnston demanded 
an apology. 
Ferguson refused to m ake it. 
Johnston challenged. Ferguson accepted, 
and the 
duel 
took place on 
Angelas 
Island, in the Bay of San 
Francisct^ 
N either were injured until the fourth fire, 
when Furgeson fell, wounded in the thigh. 
W hile Furgeson was lying on the ground, 
Johnston expressed a wish to give him his 
hand before quitting the ground. Furgeson 
faintly replied that he was in the hands of 
his seconds. 
Upon their assenting, Jo h n ­ 
ston advanced and, grasping the band of 
his 
prostrate 
opponent, 
said 
warmly, 
“ Uncle Fnrg, I ni sorry for you.'1 
“ T hat s 
all right,” whispered Furgeson. whereupon 
Johnston rem arked. “ T hat’s enough said 
between gentlem en." and left the grounds 
w ith his friends. The surgeons advised 
Furgeson from the first that his wound was 
serious, the thigh bone being badly shat­ 
tered ; th at w ith am putation of the limb 
there were fair chances of his recovery, 
but 
w ithout, 
a 
very 
slim 
chance. 
H e replied 
that 
he would not part 
w ith 
his 
leg 
for the whole 
of 
the 
State 
of 
California, 
and 
th at 
he 
would take the solitary slim chance that 


first located at San Jose, and engaged in 
teaching school. 
In 1850 he entered upon 
the arduous duties of a pioneer m iner at 
Sonora, in Tuolum ne county, which place 
was ever afterwards his home. 
He was 
elected to the Assembly on tbe Democratic 
ticket in 1852. 
From that tim e be con­ 
tinued in active political life w ith little in­ 
termission. 
He was re-elected to the 
Assembly in 1853 ; was m ade State Senator 
in 1854 for a two-years’ term , and re-elected 
in 1S56. 
H is legislative career was m arked 
w ith boldness, activity, keen perceptive 
faculties, and sterling integrity. 
H e was 
elected State Controller in 1857, but receiv­ 
ing the appointm ent of United States Sur­ 
veyor-General fur California from President 
Buchanan, he accepted the latter, and did 
not qualify lor the former. 
In 1867 lie was 
again elected to the Senate from Tuolum ne 
for four years. 
Afterwards he served as 
State Commissioner of Im m igration. 
In 
1875 he was elected State Controller, an 
office which he held at the tim e of his 
death. 
DR. T. M. LOGAN. 
A beautiful m arble slab, on the western 
burder of the State plat, m arxs the last 
resting-place of Dr. T. M. Logan. The in ­ 
scription reads as follows:' “ T. M. Logan, 
native of Charleston, S. C- Hied February 
13, 1876, aged 68 years atul 13 days. 
M ark 
the perfect m an and behold the upright, 
for the end of that m an is peace. 
He 
was a pioneer physician and enthusiatic 
scientist. 
H e located in Sacramento in 
1840. 
Even in those early days, when 
everything in tlieS tatew asina chaotic con­ 
dition, and few people cared to do anything 
that was not to be rewarded prom ptly with 
gold, the doctor began keeping the records 
of the therm om eter and barometer, rain­ 
fall, health statistics, etc., which he care­ 
fully continued until w ithin a few weeks 
of his death, all of which have been pub­ 
lished and extensively copied, not only in 
the United States, but throughout Europe. 
A t tbe tim e of his death he occupied the 
chair of Professor of Hygiene in tbe m edi­ 
cal departm ent of the State U niversity; 
was Secretary of the 
Slate 
Board of 
H ealth, of which he was virtually the 
originator. 
JOHN E. BAKER. 
H on. John Elige Baker, m em ber of the 
Assembly from this county, died May 2, 
1881, during the session of iLe Legislature. 
His home was near Em m aton, and he was 
elected at the fall election in 1880. H e was 
a native of London, England, came to Cali­ 
fornia when but five years of age, and at 
the tim e of his death his age was 38 years 
and 1 m onth. W hen the war of the re­ 
bellion broke out he went East and joined 
the Union forces, served throughout the 
war, and was w ith Sherm an in his famous 
march to the sea. 
At the close of the war 
be returned to Sacramento. The funeral 
services were conducted in the Assembly 
Chamber by the Chaplain, Rev. Dr. Deal. 
GOVERNOR WM. IRWIN. 
The last interm ent m ade in the State plot 
was that of the rem ains of ex-Governor 
W ni. Irw in, who died in San Francisco on 
the 15th of M arch last. H is public services, 
death and burial are of such recent date, 
and so fam iliar to all, that they will not be 
referred to in this article, save to say that 
he was one of God's noblemen. 


they intim ated. 
H e sank slow ly: the I 
wound began to mortify; and when 'finally, 
on September 14th, the am putation of the 
leg was attem pted, be died under the 
operation. 
His death created a profound 
feell’,!"’ ° n this coasl, for he was recognized 
as a man of n-;T'>rkable talents ami prom ­ 
ise. 
liis rem ains were brought to Sacra­ 
m ento by a com m ittee o í lawyers detailed 
for that purpose. 
Two of that committee 
were destined to m eet upon the dueling 
field afterward, viz : 
David C. Broderick 
and David S. Terry. 
The rem ains lay in 
state in the Senate Chamber of the State 
Capitoi. Shortly before bis death Fergu­ 
son rem arked to his friends, “ My friend 
Baker lias known m e best in life; ask 
him , if 
lie 
will, 
to speak of me 
when 
I 
am 
dead." 
In 
compliance 
w ith that request. Colonel E. D. Baker, 
who afterwards fell in tbe battle at B ail’s 
Bluff, pronounced an oration over the re­ 
m ains of his unfortunate young friend and 
pupil, in the presence of a great assemblage. 
T he oration was followed by an impressive 
serm on by Rev. J. A. Benton. 
Ferguson’s 
rem ains lie in the southwestern corner of 
the State plot, over which is erected a 
m arble shaft, upwards of twenty feet in 
hight. On one side is chiseled a bust of 
the deceased. On ihe other side the follow­ 
ing inscription : 
" W. I. Ferguson, native 
of W ashington county, Pa. 
Died Septem ­ 
ber 14, 1858, aged 33 years, 4 m onths, 5 
days. State Senator, Sacram ento county.” 
JOHN C. BELL. 
in the northw est com er of the State plat 
lie the rem ains of John C. Bell, a member 
of tbe Assembly Irom E l Dorado county, 
who was shot at and stabbed in the Ser- 
geant-at-A rm ’s room of the State Capitol, 
about 1 o’clock p. m., on the 10th of April, 
1860. by Dr. W. 11. Stone, of Georgetown, 
El Dorado county. Stone interrupted a 
conversation between Assemblyman W il­ 
kins and Bell, calling the latter a liar. 
Bell struck Stone in the face w ith his list, 
when the latter shot at Bell, and then, in 
the fight that ensued, stabbed him four 
times. 
W hen tbe men were separated, 
Stone had a derringer in one hand and a 
dirk knife in the other. 
Bell lived until 
the 15th, w hen he died in great agony. Dr. 
Stone, a wealthy 
m ao, was 
afterward 
cleared in Court, and died a few years since 
at San Jose. 
H on. John Conness, of El 
Dorado county, afterward United States 
Senator, pronounced an eulogium on the 
death of his associate, which has ever been 
regarded as tbe ablest effort of Conness’ 
life. 
H is grave is surm ounted with a tall 
m arble shaft, upon which the following is 
inscribed : 
“ Jo b » C. Bell, m em ber of the 
Assembly, front El Dorado co u n ty ; died 
April 15, 1860 ; aged 29 years.” 


THOMAS CAMPBELL. 
In the southwestern corner of tbe State 
plot is a handsom e m arble m onum ent over 
20 feet in bight, whose only inscription is 
that of “Campbell.’' 
It was erected by an 
Act of the Legislature to the memory of 
Thom as Campbell, a m em ber of the As­ 
sembly from Calaveras county, who died 
in San Francisco on the 30th day of De­ 
cember, 1862, at the early age of 25 years. 
H e had served w ith distinction one term 
the Assembly, and had ju st been re-

DIFFICULTIES OF FRISOS MAN­ 
AGEMENT—REFOIí M ATICN.

The following deeply iuteresling paper 
was prepared f o r the U e c o b d - U n i o k , a n d is 
from the pen ol U. T. Devlin, one of the 
State Prison Directors for California, and 
Secretary of the State Penological Com­ 
mission : 
In the present century a ¡treat change, if 
not reform, has been made in prison liiau- 
- 
:'ger 
who has committed a crime consigned toa 
dungeon, and made to endure a life of tor­ 
ture. 
H um anity now revolts at the bar­ 
barities practiced at the time John Howard 
commenced his labors for the prerention of 
cruelty, the improvement of prison struc­ 
tures, and the amelioration of the condi­ 
tion of the convict. But, as in all reactions 
from unwarranted severity, there is danger 
also in this, that the opposite extreme of 
laxity and undue sym pathy may be reached. 
Systems o f prison management may be, 
and have been, proposed, which in theory 
arc perfect, and which, it men were ma­ 
chines, might be successfully carried out. 
Those •* ho have given attention to the 


T E E STM ENT OF CR IM IN A LS, 
H ave often differed as to the best course to 
be pursued from the distinction between 
the results, which in their judgm ent is the 
object ot a prison system to attain. 
Look­ 
ing at the interests of society in the aggre­ 
gate solely, we may say that one course is 
commendable, while if we regard the duty 
that society owes to the individual crim i­ 
nal as a man, and the benefit it m ay itself 
derive from making him a good arid law- 
obeying man, we may declare that such a 
course w ill fail to produce any permanent 
moral improvement in the person, but will 
leave him a more confirmed and trained 
criminal than he was before. 
Crim inals 
arc punished, it is true, for the advantage 
and protection of organized society. 
But 
we have now reached a period when it is 
almost universally conceded by those con­ 
nected with the prison management, or 
who have carefully studied it, that agreatcr 
good is effected by causing a moral re­ 
generation in the prisoner than can be ob­ 
tained or expected from the infliction upon 
him of any amount ot vindictive punish­ 
ment. 
Abandoning the idea, then, that a 
prison is nothing more than 


A PEACE FOE TH E DETENTION 
And punishment o f offenders, and accept­ 
ing tiic more reasonable as well as humane 
view that the great majority o f those who 
have found their way into a prison, may at 
their releas-. by proper management and 
discipline, be sent into the world useful 
and law abiding citizens, a number o f prob­ 
lems present themselves, which, under our 
frequent changes in party administration, 
arc not, it must be confessed, easy of solu­ 
tion. 
First of ail. it must be evident that if 
reformation o f a prisoner is the principal, 
o ra l least an important consideration in 
prison management, the skill and training 
required to change a bad man into a good 
one cannot be acquired in a day. 
To ac­ 
complish this fully, or perhaps appreciably, 
requires a degree of preparation, an insight 
into human motives, a true sym pathy 
and an educated judgment, which, as in 
other pursuits, can only be obtained bv 
training and experience. 
Hence a prison 
official should he trained f o r his culling, 
and when he demonstrates his fitness for 
the peculiar task which he has chosen, he 
should he assured o f steady employm ent at 
reasonaole remuneration. 
It has Ixe i t o 
often assumed that any one is capab e ol 
taking charge of a prison, of enforcing dis­ 
cipline, aiding and 


E E FOE MI.VO T U E PRISO NER. 
And at the same time of successfully car­ 
rying on the various industrial pursuits in 
which the convicts may he engaged. 
The 
truth is. that more ability and more versa­ 
tility are required in prison officers than 
are generally demanded as the price of suc­ 
cess of those employed in ordinary busi­ 
ness life. 
To insure the maintenance of 
pioper discipline, tbe subordinate officers 
shauld lie under the complete control o f 
the Warden. 
He should be held to a strict 
accountability lor all that goes amiss, and 
ju stly should exercise his own judgment, 
free from outside influence, in choosing 
his employes. 
If these are chosen for him 
by others without regard to their compe­ 
tency, it is impossible for him to possess 
that power and control essential to securing 
the best results. 
If there is any institution 
to which civil service rules should heap- 
plied, it is a prison. 
It piobably is foreign 
to our ideas to adopt tbe system advocated 
by some European thinkers of establishing 
anorm al school in which persons intended 
to be placed over prisoners should receive 
special training. 
This may be considered 
impracticable. 
But it is essentia! to secure 
unity of action and perfection in the carry­ 
ing out of details that all the subordinate 
officials of a prison should at stated times 
be called together and instructed in their 
duties. 
They should be taught that of the 
mainsprings of human conduct, hope is 


A MOKE COT ENT AGENT 
Than fear, and they should have not only 
an interest in their work, but also a con­ 
viction that even very hardened criminals 
can be made to feel some respect for au­ 
thority. 
W hat prelim inary training prison 
officers should receive, afld by whom their 
competency for their peculiarities should 
be determined, is, then, one of the prob­ 
lems deserving attention. 
In most of the 
Btales there is but one prison, to which all 
persons over a certain age, convicted of 
felony, are committed. 
If there are more 
than one, it is only because the number of 
prisoners is so large that the number of 
prisons must in consequence be increased. 
Yet, to secure the best results.it seems to 
me that there ought to be a graded system 
o f prisons. 
By placing the one who has 
committed his first crime in the same 
building and work-shop with the profes­ 
sional thief, there is in constant and power­ 
ful operation, against all the favorable in­ 
fluences of discipline and labor, the evil 
influence of association with the debased 
and vicious. 
A ll crimes do not involve 
the same, degree of moral turpitude. 
Yet, 
under oilt' present system, all offenders 
are 
classed 
alike. 
There 
m ay, 
very 
properly, be a difference of opinion as 
to the number of prisons of different 
grades that should be provided for in a har­ 
monious and 


W ELL-ARRANGED SYSTEM. 
Almost everywhere the necessity is recog­ 
nized of separating the youthful criminals 
from the old. 
There ought to be, however, 
in addition to an institution for the care of 
the young offender, two distinct grades of 
prisons. 
Under this classification there 
should be assigned to the first those in 
whom there is hope of reformation, and to 
the second those who are confirmed in 
their evil course. 
Perhaps even, a more 
just and philosophical division would be to 
arrange tbe prisons iuto three classes, to the 
first oi which those who had committed a 
first offense should be sent; another, in 
which second-termers should be im pris­ 
oned, and a third, iu which the habitual 
crim inals and life-termers should be lodged. 


PAROLE SYSTEM. 
There is much to commend in the pro­ 
vision recently adopted in Ohio, that “ every 
person who. after having been twice con­ 
victed and imprisoned in some penal insti­ 
tution for felony, whether committed here­ 
tofore or hereafter, and whether committed 
in this State or elsewhere within the limits 
of the United States of America, shall be 
convicted and sentenced and imprisoned in 
the Ohio Penitentiary for felonv hereafter 
committed, shall be deemed and taken to 
be an habitual criminal, and on the expira­ 
tion of the term for which he shall he so 
sentenced he shall not be discharged from 
imprisonment in the Penitentiary, but shall 
be detained therein for and during his nat­ 
ural life, unless pardoned by the Governor, 
and the liability to he so detained shall be 
and constitute a part of every sentence 111 
tbe Penitentiary.” 
Power, 
however, 
is 
given 
to 
the 
Board 
of 
Managers 
to 
allow 
the 
prisoner, 
after 
the 
expiration of the term for which he was 
sentenced to go ujion parole outside of the 
buildings and inclosures, rem aining in the 
legal custody o f the guard and subject at 
any time to be taken back within the in­ 
closure of the prison. This is putting into 
practical execution the principle that soci­ 
ety has a right to protect itself against all 
who make determined war upon it. 
The 
man who has forthree terms been convicted 
of felony may safely be considered incor­ 
rigible. 
He does not desire to conform toj 
those rules upon the maintenance and en­ 
forcement o f which the existence o f organ­ 
ized society depends. 
He seeks rather to 
live as does a pirate at sea, by conflict with 
it and its individual members. 
H e then 
should be treated as a public enemy, whose 
unrestrained freedom is a constant menace 
to the State. 
H e should be prevented from 
ever again com m itting a depredation, and 
he perpetuation of h is species and the 


transmission of his evil propensities should 
be rendered impossible by m aking him for 
the rest of his life a closely and securely 
guarded prisoner. 
If we are to so regard him it is obvious 
that we should not allow him to contam­ 
inate others who have not sunk to his de­ 
gree ol turpitude by m ingling with them, 
and daily instilling into them pernicious 
ideas. 
Hence, if we are to have 


A PERFECT PRISON SYSTEM, 
W e ought to insist that there should be be­ 
tween this class of habitual criminals and 
those who.in a weak moment,perhaps under 
the influence of passion, or from their ina­ 
bility to resist a strong temptation, have 
been placed within prison walls, a wide 
separation, as far as personal contact is 
concerned, and a well-marked distinction 
as to infamy, as far as their reputation, on 
their discharge, is a matter to be regarded. 
As it is now, every one who lias served a sen­ 
tence in the State Prison is branded as a 
j “ convict.” 
No matter how good his inten- 
I tions, or how determined he may be to lead 
I a scrupulously honest and moral life, the 
I public draw little or no distinction between 
him and the one who is ready to maim and 
murder, it necessary, in his trade of crime. 
W e may all say, in the most positive 
terms, that it is wrong to refuse a helping 
hand to him who has unfortunately made 
one false step. 
We may say that if he de­ 
sires to live honestly he should receive 
every encouragement. But business is con­ 
ducted on selfish principles, and w hile we 
may deplore in others their unchristian 
treatment of the discharged convict, we are 
apt ourselves to act. when our personal in­ 
terests are concerned, in the same manner. 
Not because, in a spirit of revenge, we de­ 
sire to mark him forever as an outcast and 
prevent him from gaining a foothold among 
the reputable and law-abiding members of 
the community, but because, with tiie most 
philanthropic intentions, we are simply 
afraid to trust him. 
That is ail. 
Perhaps 
this would be so under any circumstances. 
But if there were three prisons in theStatc, 
denominated, let us say. one, two and 
three, a man who had been imprisoned in 
number one would not forever carry with 
him the disgrace attached to one who had 
been confined in number two or three. 
Now, the mere fact that lie has been a con­ 
vict is sufficient to prevent him from 


SECURING 
EM PLOYM ENT 
In any position of trust. 
The general pub­ 
lic cannot know what his course in prison 
lias been. 
This is known only to his 
keepers. 
But if lie came from prison num ­ 
ber one, to which only a certain class of 
offenders were sent, this fact would be 
some evidence in support 01' the opinion 
that lie was not a confirm. <1 and debased 
criminal. 
W e know from experience that 
this result would follow. Suppose that a boy 
at 1H years of age is sent to a State Prison. 
He comes out a “ convict.” 
If, for the 
same offense, he is committed to a reform 
or industrial school, the same disgrace 
does not follow him through life. 
His 
offense in either case is ihe same. 
But the 
public m ake a distinction from the char­ 
acter of the institution to which he is sent. 
This distinction would be made in tbe 
same manner under a graded svsteni of 
prisons. 
The fact is that" the public look 
more to the character of the prison than 
they do to the nature of the offense, « hen 
fixing the reputation of an offender. 
Then, again, assuming that the chief 
duty of officers is to make the prison under 
their charge a reformatory agency, its 
power in this respect must be greatly 
diminished by having to contend with the 
bad intluence of 


REBELLIOUS PRISONERS 
And habitual criminals. 
There is within 
the prison inelosure, as well as without, a 
public opinion. 
How powerful 
public 
opinion is in the administration of the af­ 
fairs of government, we ail know. 
Some 
one has said that the only king that we 
have in this country is public opinion, and 
the decrees of that king are inexorable. So 
in a prison. 
If there is public opinion pre­ 
vailing in favor of discipline, obedience to 
the rules, diligence, a desire to excel, and 
to the effect that crime is not onlv wrong 
but unprofitable, the woik of reformation 
is made comparatively easy. 
This public 
opinion, if it m ay so be called, overcomes 
the opposition of tbe weak and wavering. 
It is always at work, and defeats any indi­ 
vidual effort to change it. 
A new-coiuer 
feels it the moment he enters, and if 
susceptible at all to hotter iiiHuence. yields 
very speedily to it, notwithstanding he may 
at tbe outset have had a very strong incli­ 
nation to rebel. 
To secure 'his public 
opinion in favor of sustaining the prison 
authorities is one of the principal aims of 
all prison officers. 
W hen prisoners are 
graded, the vicious, if 


PLACED BY TH EM SELV ES, 
Have no opportunity to build upon an op­ 
posite feeling. 
The first-termer is not com­ 
pelled to decide whether he will join forces 
with those attempting to obey the rules or 
those engaged in obstinate, though perhaps 
concealed defiance. 
If it is possible to re­ 
form him at all, it is in a place like this, 
where everything is working in favor of 
law and order. 
So far as the interests of 
society are conserved by reclaiming from 
the ranks of the law-breakers those who 
can be reclaimed, and so far as the saving 
of money by decreasing the number of the 
criminal class, with of course a decrease in 
the aggregate cost of criminal prosecutions, 
is involved, every argument is in favor of a 
graded system. 
As to the maxim um number of prisoners 
that should be confined in any o u p prison, 
there is naturally some contrarity of opin­ 
ion. 
Many place the number at four hun­ 
dred, and but few place it at over six hun­ 
dred. 
W hen the 
number exceeds six 
hundred it is difficult 


FOR ONE coin's OF OFFICERS 
To give to each prisoner the personal super­ 
vision which lie ought to receive, not only 
for his own benefit but also for the benefit 
of the prison,with respect to discipline and 
tbe prevention of all possibilities for escape. 
If this number be accepted as the proper 
m aximum , then in any State having a 
thousand prisoners there should be at least 
two prisons, and if there are that number, 
they should be distinct in character as to 
the class of offenders which they respect­ 
ively confine. 
No attempt has been made, I believe, 
save in New York, to create u prison sys­ 
tem on this basis. 
In that 
ita te 
the 
Elm ira Reformatory is pursuing a method, 
unique in its kind and regarded as an ex­ 
periment, yet that lias won admiration and 
approval from ali who have examined the 
institution and have had an opportunity of 
observing tbe practical results attained. 
W hether the indeterminate sentence sys­ 
tem as there carried out would be practicable 
in a State like California, for instance, is a 
problem that only actual experience can 
demonstrate. 
The system of graded prisons 
is called a problem, because it must be ad­ 
mitted there are many weighty objections 
to it. 
A prison at best is 


A COSTLY INSTITU TION. 
Some may under favorable circumstances 
be mad i self-sustaining. 
But it is believed 
that but few can show a balance in tbeir 
favor where the system o f contract labor is 
not pursued. 
W herever this lias been 
abolished, witli perhaps one or two ex­ 
ceptions, it has required a large outlay of 
money from the State treasury to pay the 
expenses of maintenance over earnings. 
To increase the number of prisons would 
necessarily increase the amount the tax- 
piyer would have to pay for their support. 
Each would require a separate corps of 
officers, to say nothing of the 
cost of 
separate buildings. 
But still, in the ad­ 
ministration of the affaire of a State, and 
especially in a branch so important as the 
care, punisment and reformation < f the 
criminal, nothing should be regarded ex­ 
pensive that is necessary. 
If the interests 
of government and society require the 
division of prisons and prisoners into 
classes, the added cost should be a trifling 
consideration. 


ANOTHER PROBLEM 
Connected with pr’s in management is the 
proper exercise of the pardoning power, 
it has been said by the Marquis Beccaria, 
that the power of pardon does not exist 
under a perfect administration of law, and 
that the admission of the power is a tacit 
acknowledgment of the infirmities of the 
Courts of justice. 
To this Mr. Chancellor 
Kent aptly replied: 
"A nd where is the 
administration of justice, it may be asked, 
that is free from infirm ity? 
W ere it pos- 
s ih j^ ^ v g n M n g a n cc to in.1 Intajn a itist_ 
proportion belweenThc crim e and penally, 
and were the rules o f testim ony and the 
m ode of trial as perfect as to preclude 
every possibility of m istake or injustice, 
there would be som e color for the adm is­ 
sion o f this plausible theory. 
But, even 
jn that case, policy wonld som etim es re­ 
quire a rem ission o f a punishm ent strictly 
flue for a crim e certainly ascertained. This 
i-ery notion o f mercy im plies the accuracy 
f 
ilie claim s o f justice.” 
But this power should be exercised w ith 
{treat discretion, else it m ay subvert the 
principles o f crim inal law and punish­ 
m ent. 
By requiring the recom m endation 
of the Board o f Directors o f a prison as a 
condition li^ ced en i to the granting o f a 
pardon, an’ablssusof this prerogative or its 
im proper exercn?s_ is effectually guarded 
against. 
The publicity given to the acts of 
the Executive, and the tiesire by his ene­ 
m ies to briug up him 'ppbF 1 condem na­ 
tion, m ay frequently indtOv ' those un­ 


acquainted with the reasons by which a 
Governor is actuated, to believe that par­ 
dons are granted indiscriminately, by favor 
rather than by merit. 
To few is it known 
tiiat many a man is convicted upon insuf­ 
ficient testimony and lodged in prison either 
innocent or where there is a grave doubt 
as to liis guilt. 
Many in 


an e v il liour. 
Have departed from the path of rectitude, 
and to these, when the law lias been fully 
, vindicated, all proper assistance should be 
: extended. 
A pardon wipes away, in a 
measure at least, the disgrace of a convic- 
’ tion. 
It is essential to the maintenance of 
proper discipline in prison that those who 
shave labored diligently, and endeavored to 
uphold the officers in their duties, should 
: in some way be signally rew arded. If they 
may confidently look forward to a time 
I when their efforts will secure a release be- 
'■ 
foie the expiration of their sentence, hope 
and courage are impianted in their breasts. 
1 and they have every incentive to do all 
: that is exacted while in prison, and ever 
j after to show their gratitude for tbe favor 
I of Executive clemency by the subsequent 
course of their lives. 
Still the exercise of 
this power is attended with many diffi­ 
culties. 
It an apparently large number of 
’ pardons be granted, the public may eon- 
elude that tne fear offenders should have 
; for the laws will be lessened, and couse- 
qucntly that personal and property rights 
j will in a corresponding degree be endan­ 
gered. 
It is difficult for a 


GOVERNOR OR BOARD OF PARDONS 
To become accurately informed as to the 
i tacts upon which the conviction was ob- 
tallied, and as to the mitigating cireuni- 
: stances, if any, that existed. 
Too fre­ 
quently it is the ease that prosecuting 
officers w ill bend every effort to secure a 
conviction, and then, in a few months af­ 
terwards, will as strenuously endeavor to 
obtain the release' of the prisoner. 
Mis­ 
takes must, in the exercise of this power, 
occur. 
If the exercise o f the pardoning 
power should be contined to cases where 
the innocence of the prisoner is subse­ 
quently made to appear, a plan that will 
restore to the walks of honest life those 
who are guilty of a crime, yet who show 
that they would m ake good citizens, is the 
parole system. 
This has been the feature 
of many European systems, and recently 
has been ingrafted info the prison laws of 
Ohio. 
B y the adoption o f this system the 
best results are secured. 
A prisoner may 
be 
RELEASED CONDITIONALS Y 
And his freedom will depend upon his 
continued good behavior. 
lie is always, 
until the expiration o f his sentence, under 
the complete control of the prison man­ 
agers, and tmiY at at any time, 011 their 
written order, he apprehended and placed 
again in custody. 
He has every induce­ 
ment to preserve his conditional liberty, 
by a strict observance of all rules that may 
be made for his observance. 
In Ohio this 
provision v.as attacked us being unconsti­ 
tutional, on the grounds (1) that it was an 
infringement of the exclusive right of the 
Executive to grant reprieves, commuta­ 
tions and pardons, and (21 that it was an 
infringement of the judicial power vested 
exclusively in the Courts. 
But the Court 
held that a parole is not a pardon, and 
that, as the Legislature has the right to fix 
the penalty in the first instance, it has 
also a right to mitigate it. 
As to its rstro- 
active operation, the Court held that this 
was no objection to it, because it was not 
ex post facto. 
Objection to it could come 
from no one but the prisoner. 
Some dif­ 
ficulty lias been encountered in Ohio in 
carrying this principle into execution, from 
the importunities of friends of prisoners. 
But the underlying principle of this plan 
is that a parole must be earned by merit. 
To carry out this system practically, and to 
secure all the benefits which m ay result 
from it, the co-operation of the police de­ 
partment of the whole State is required. 
How successful this fcystem may prove in 
this country is a problem that must await 
the judgm ent of experience. 
The problem 
o.' 
PRISON 
LABOR 
Is one that always will present m any diffi­ 
culties. 
The reformation o f prisoners can­ 
not even partially >bc effected without caus­ 
ing them to pursue some form of product­ 
ive labor. 
Indeed, their own 
physical 
condition requires that they should not be 
kept in idleness, w hile every kind of labor 
that is }• rfurmed for 110 useful object, but 
simply as a part of prison discipline or 
punishment, will debase and brutalize and 
not reform. 
The prisons are recruited 
from the idle and unskilled. 
If these are 
to be reformed, it can be done only by giv­ 
ing them the training and inclination to 
labor that others possess. 
This question 
has been discussed so much of late that 
nothing new could be added here. 
Y et it 
would seem that as prisoners must labor, 
and it is the duty of the State to foster the 
interests of all its citizens, the plan pro­ 
ducing the best results from a penological 
point of view, and causing the least com­ 
petition with free labor, is the pjece-pnce 
pian by which the State sells the results of 
the labor at the market price by charging 
so much for each article manufactured hy 
prison labor. 
The State has a right to de­ 
mand that the prisoner shall by his labor 
in some degree reimburse it for the expense 
which he has caused it. 
It is unfair and 
unjust to put all the expense of prison 
maintenance on those who respect the laws, 
and make the criminal the guest of the 
State, giving nothing in return. 


ANOTHER rtiO B I.FM 
In prison management is how far reforma­ 
tion may be effected by means ol compul­ 
sory education. 
Most of the inmates of 
prisons arc deficient in intellectual and 
moral development. 
It is doubtless true 
that, by a systematic i-purse of training, a 
great moral improvement may be effected. 
This is the plan followed at the Elm ira Re­ 
formatory, in New Y ork. 
But this idea 
may be carried to an extreme. 
It is not 
within the province of the State to give its 
criminals a finished education free of ex­ 
pense. 
The instruction should not be car­ 
ried further than is necessary to make 
them 
USEFUL CITIZEN S. 
W hile education is properly regarded as 
a very efficient means of reformation, it 
may. notwithstanding the views of prison 
officers to the contrary, have the effect also 
of m aking the natural criminal a still more 
dangerous foe to society. 
From tbe miser­ 
able. squalid quarters of half a century 
ago to the well-lighted and comfortable 
orison school-room of to-day is a great 
change. 
It may be a true advance in the 
right direction. 
But while we should wel­ 
come anything that promises to result in 
the reformation of the criminal, we must 
remember that the deterrent 
principle 
should not be overlooked, as m any are re­ 
strained from the commission of crime 
from fear o f the suffering that imprison­ 
ment entails as from the diserace of im­ 
prisonment. If we m ake a prison a schooi- 
h-iuse, with all the modern conveniences 
we rob it of its terror for evi 1-doe: s 
Perfection in prison management can be 
reached only by experiment and discussion. 
It is a subject deserving the consideration 
o f all. 
We deal in this country principally 
with the incarceration stage, doing com­ 
paratively nothing in the almost equally 
important stages o f prevention and aid to 
discharged convicts. 
But we are far fn nt 
perfection in the incarceration stage ef 
prison management, and whatever prom­ 
ises improvement in that branch should be 
careftillv considered.

A P la te T rad itio n . 
The attention of visitors to the Indian 
reservation at Pyramid Lake is called to 
the grave of the ” Big Indian,” located on 
the banks of the Truckee river. According 
to the Pah Ute traditions related by their 
medicine men, centuries ago a gigantic In­ 
dian came down from the mountains in the 
north and slaughtered hundreds of the Pah 
I ’ te tribe by picking up warriors in each 
hand and knocking their heads together 
with such force as to crush theirskulls, and 
in other cases catching them by the heels 
and beating their brains out by striking 
their heads against the earth. The Chiefs, 
getting weary of the prospect of having 
their tribe annihilated by the “ Big In­ 
dian,” literally mopping up the ground 
with the braves, held a council, and re­ 
solved upon the following plan to destroy 
their gigantic foe : 
A party of 300 warnors, armed with bows 
and arrows, were concealed behind rocks 
in the Truckee river canyon, when the 
" B ig Indian” descended into the valley 
again on a raid. 
He was seen approaching 
with a long siring of fish and a great num­ 
ber of rabbits strung over liis shoulder, 
which he was eating raw. When the “ holy 
terror” got within range of their bows the 
concealed warriors rose simultaneously and 
discharged an arrow each into the anatomy 
of the giant, who turned and tied, pursued 
by the tribe. 
After running half a mile he 
fell dead on the plain. 
His pursuers came 
up and feasted on the fish and rabbits 
taken from the slaughtered enemy, and 
buried him where he tell. 
No monument was raised to mark the 
resting-place of their late terrible foe, bnt 
the descendants of the tribe who slew the 
giant perform an animal pilgrimage to the 
grave, pile up the mound above the spot 
where the remains lie buried, and clean out 
the tracks said to have been made by the 
wounded giant when fleeing from his pur­

A recent visitor to the reservation took 
the dimensions of the grave, and found it 
sixteen feet long and four and a half feet 
wide. The distance between the tracks al­ 
leged to have been made by the retreating 
giant measured from sixteen to eighteen 
feet opart. Tradition represents him as 
having measured fifteen feet in stature, 
With eyes as large as pony tracks and feet 
bigger'than a papoose's cradle.— Virginia 
thro niele.

Over the 
Pagoda spring a handsom e structure has 
been erected. A notable bat!ding at these 
springs is the rotunda, of w hite stone : 
also the club house, the tower house, music 
hall and garden house. There are num er­ 
ous hot and cold soda baths, and a large 
sw im m ing pool. 
The analysis 
of the 
waters gives bicarbonate of soda, sulphate 
of soda, carbonate of lime, chloride of 
sodium, alninnia. siliceous acid, subcar­ 
bonate of magnesia. 
W hite Sulphur Springe are located in 
Napa county also, and are north of the last 
described, two and a half m iles from St.

E ds. R ecord-Union : From the fact that 
up to the present tim e practical irrigation 
has been very largely confined to the south­ 
ern counties and tlie San Joaquin valley, an 
opinion has become quit* general that other 
portions of tbe State are not interested in 
the question of the ownership of the flow­ 
ing waters of the State, and that tlie peo­ 
ple in those other sections may very prop­ 
erly rem ain indifferent as to tlie final de­ 
term ination of the issue being discussed in 
our Courts and in the irrigated districts, 
whether the waters in the flowing streams 
are the private property of the few persons 
who live along the banks of these streams, 
or w hether these waters are the common 
property of the people of the State. 
Some of cur Superior Judges before 
whom this question has been discussed 
hold to one opinion, and some hold to the 
other. Tbe m em bers of the bar of the 
Stale seem to be about equally divided, 
and four of the Suprem e Court Judges hold 
to the opinion that these waters are private 
property, while three hold th at they be­ 
long to the whole people. 
A STATE QUESTION. 
U nder such circumstances, in a repub­ 
lican form of government, where the people 
have the right to make, to construe and to 
execEte the law. the question naturally 
and rightfully reverts back to tlie people. 
Not especially to the people of those por­ 
tions oí the State in which the questions 
have arisen, but to the people of the whole 
State in their representative and legislative 
capacity. The very nature of our institu­ 
tion and the mode of arriving at final de­ 
cisions in m atters of such grave and vital 
im port to the country invest this question 
with a general State character. 
B ut aside from this consideration, the 
question at present in issue appeals to the 
people of the northern portion ot the State 
w ith alm ost as much force as it does to 
those of the southern portion. 
It appeals 
to them with a living, burning self-interest. 
Their immediate as well as their m ore dis­ 
tant future prosperity depends upon the 
prom pt and emphatic decision of this ques­ 
tion. The idea that the northern portion 
of California is not interested in the appro­ 
priation of water from the stream s for pur­ 
poses of irrigation, is a false and dangerous 
idea. Those who in the face of facts and 
experience are persistently urging this 
thought, and striving to clog the road to the 
appropriation of water for such purposes, 
are false and dangerous advisors of the 
people. 
LET US EXANIXE THE FACTS. 
The average rainfall in tlie Sacram ento 
valley is but 17.6 inches per annum . 
In 
Lombardy and Piedm ont, Italy, where 
are to be found the most expensive and 
tlie most perfect irrigation system in the 
world, and where irrigation more than 
doubles the agricultural products of tlie 
country, the annual rainfall is 38.3 inches, 
more than double the fall in tlie Sacra­ 
m ento valley. 
In Grenada, Spain, where irrigation has 
been m aintained and practiced since tlte 
occupation of the Moors, and where it has 
been attended w ith most profitable results, 
tlie rainfall is 33.4 inches annually. 
In Madras, India, where the British Gov­ 
ernm ent finds it necessary to m aintain 
Governm ent works for irrigation, the an­ 
nual average rainfall is 49.5 inches, more 
than three tim es tlie average in the Sacra­ 
m ento valley. 
In San Bernardino valley 
and Los Angeles, where water for irrigation 
is selling at $1.000 per inch, the average 
rainfall is 14 1 inches—but three inches less 
than in the Sacramento valley. 
Shall we blindly insist, then, that irriga­ 
tion is not necessary in the Sacram ento 
valley, and that the people in th at section 
of tlie State are not interested in the settle­ 
m ent of the question, of the ow nership of 
the stream s in their favor? 
Let the rule of 
the English riparian law become the set­ 
tled law of the State, and what becomes of 
the capital invested in the m any m ining 
ditches in the Sierra Nevada m ountains? 
In the absence of active operations in the 
hydraulic mines, and in the face of a rule 
of iaw tiiat forbids the use of tlie waters of 
these ditches for agriculture and horticult­ 
ure, this capital and these canals become a 
dead loss to their owners, and the present 


BRIGHT PROSPECTS OF THE FOOTHILLS 
Becoming the profitable 
and attractive 
homes oí the vine, the orange and the 
lemon, and of the long line of the decidu­ 
ous fruits, will be practically destroyed. 
Let the rule of the m ajority of tlie Judges 
of the Suprem e Court become the law of 
the land, and the great plains of the Sac­ 
ram ento valley m ust be forever consigned 
to the unprofitable cultivation in grain, 
while the m ore profitable cultivation of 
alfalfa, fruit and a diversified agriculture 
will have to be abandoned. 
Not only this, 
but the present efforts ot the more enter­ 
prising citizens to break up the large Hold­ 
ings of land, and to introduce the colony 
system, m ust prove a failure, for in no sec­ 
tion of central or northern California can 
the southern plan 
of 
colonies—where 
twenty to forty acres are made to support 
a family in affluence—be successful w ith­ 
out the use of water for irrigation. 
It is this water for irrigation tiiat has 
rendered the colony system of settlement 
and cultivation possible in the south, and 
w ithout irrigation it cannot be made to 
succeed in the central or northern portions 
of the State. 
It is this use of water for 
irrigation that lias enabled tlie southern 
counties to so far outstrip the central and 
northern counties in increase of popula­ 
tion and general prosperity during the past 
few years. 


IRRIGATION IN THE VALUEV. 
N otw ithstanding m any of the pa¡>ers in 
the northern portion cf the State have 
been constantly asserting that in that sec­ 
tion irrigation is unnecessary, practical 
wine-growers and raisin and fruit-growers, 
except on the imm ediate river bottoms, 
have alm ost universally been irrigating their 
vineyards and orchards, and as universally 
assert tbe practice necessary to success. 
" 
The late G. G. Briggs owed his success in 
raisin culture, in his vineyards in Yolo and 
Solano counties, to the perfect systems of 
underground and surface irrigation, pro­ 
vided at great expense, and put in practice 
with great care every year. 
R. B. Blowers 
owes his reputation as a raisin-producer as 
m uch to the elaborate system of irrigation 
of his vineyard as to his great care in cul­ 
tivation and m anipulation of the grape. 
The success of Yolo as a fruit and raisin- 
growing county lias only been achieved 
and rendered possible by the use of water 
for irrigation from Cache Creek, and W ood­ 
land owes its exceptional prosperity to tbe 
same facilities for irrigation, of which the 
farmers have taken advantage. 
Florin 
would have remained a sheep-pasture but 
for the flow of water so near the surface, 
which has been brought up by the arm y of 
windmills and spread over the surface, 
m aking the once desert bloom as the rose, 
and creating one of the most prosperous 
comm unities in the State. 
The wonderful growth of C. W. Reed’s 
young peach orchard at Brighton is owing 
to the Semi-artesian well, from which the 
steam pum p has lifted water for irrigating 
the same. 
A few farmers favorably located 
in Coi usa county opened out an old slough 
and brought water from the Sacramento 
river, ana be the use of it one season illus­ 
trated the advantages of irrigation, and as 
a result the value of all their lands in ­ 
creased from $50 to $150 an acre. 


FREE APPROPRIATION OF WATER. 
So I could go on enum erating local in­ 
stances illustrative of the a ¡vantages of 
irrigation all over the northern portion of 
the State, but I have named enough for my 
purpose. 
I will now venture the assertion 
that if the law of California was well set­ 
tled in favor of the free appropriation of 
water for irrigation and other useful pur­ 
poses, and irrigation ditches were built to 
take water out o f the various rivers of the 
Sacramento valley to the same extent as 
they are built to take water out of the 
rivers of the San Joaquin valley, in six 
m onths’ tim e the Talue of real estate in 
th at valley would advance in the aggregate 
m ore than fifty per e e n t; indeed, I think it 
would advance more than 100 per cent, un­ 
der such circumstances. 
I am more than justified in this assertion 
by the history of irrigation in the San 
Joaquin valley. Ten years ago that valley 
wa* an uninhabited waste, and the land 
w orth from $1 25 to $2 50 per acre. 
Irri­ 
gation has been introduced in som e parts 
of the vailey. and w here this has been 
done uncultivated land is on an average 
worth $25 per acre, while land under culti­ 
vation has advanced to $50 and $156 per 
acre. 
AN OFFICIAL ESTIMATE. 
¡ 
Stale Engineer H aii has made a careful 


feet of water per second, or more than 
enough to irrigate nil the irrigable land in 
the valley. 
W e have just seen that where the water 
has been brought out. and it has been de­ 
m onstrated that the land can be irrigated in 
-ucb cases with 110 other improvem ent, tlie 
value of the land has been enhanced more 
than $20 per acre. 
It is therefore justifi­ 
able to assum e that all tbe irrigable land 
in the valley would be equally enhanced 
in value by merely bringing out tlie water 
aud placing tiie land under it. 
Three 
m illion five hundred thousand acres in­ 
creased hv $20 per aere would give a tota1 
increase of $70,000,600. 
This then is the 
m easure of the value of the water in the 
flowing stream s of the San Joaquin valley 
to the }ieople of this State, under a law 
that will permit of its appropriation for 
irrigation. 
It is needless to remark that 
this sam e water as private property, and 
tinder the rule that it m ust rem ain "in die 
rivers, would have

1 think it not out of the way to assume 
th at the flowing waters in the stream s of 
the Sacram ento valley and the adjoining 
foothills are at least of equal value lor irri­ 
gation as those in tlie stream s of the San 
Joaquin valley. 
In Los Angeles and San 
B ernardino counties water to irrigate an 
acreofland is worth $100, w hileinR iverside 
water is worth $1.000 per m iner’s inch, 
equal to $50,000 per cubic foot per second. 
At a very low estimate, therefore, it 
wilt be seen that tlie question involving 
the ow nership and use of the waters of the 
State for irrigation am ounts, in its mere 
financial view, to this : W ill the people as­ 
sert their right to these waters, and by a¡>- 
propriating them for irrigation add about 
$800,000,000 to the \a iu e o f the lands of the 
State, or will they allow private parties to 
assert title to them ami consign them to 
rem ain w ithin the hanks of the streams, 
where they can be of comparatively no 
val tie ? 
In conclusion, is tbe issue of irrigation a 
local issue?
